I  was  born  at  Yarmouth  in  the 
Me  of  Wight,  May  6.  1714.  My 
Father  Mr.  Thomas  Holmejby  inhe¬ 
rited  a  fmall  Eftate,  which  his  Qe- 
conomy  and  Prudence  fo  managed, 
that  it  fupported  comfortably  him- 
felf,  and  educated  his  Children. 
Pie  had  four  Sons  and  a  Daughter. 
IVly  Mother  was  delcended  from 
the  Whites  of  Hampfhire,  an  an- 
tient  and  reputable  Family  -  and 
though  her  Portion  was  final],  her 
^  ii  nies  were  ecpiui  to  the  greateff 
Difparity  of  Fortune. 

My  father  had  an  intimate 
Fiiend,  Captain  jrohn  Clayton ,  an

old  Batchelor,  who  ufed  to  board 
at  our  Houfe  when  alhore.  In  Com¬ 
pliment  to  him,  who  was  my  God¬ 
father,  I  was  named  'John .  In  my 
Childhood  I  ufed  to  delight  in  hear¬ 
ing  Sailors  relate  their  Voyages  ; 
and,  when  the  Captain  was 
at  home,  to  afk  many  inquifitive 
Questions  ;  which  that  worthy 

Man  would  anfwer  with  all  the 

* 

Goodnefs  imaginable,  and  admire 
my  prattling  Impertinence.  As 
I  grew  up,  this  Paflion  and  Cu- 
riofity  increafed,  and,  like  many 
others,  I  thought  a  rambling  Life 
muft  be  the  moft  defirable  Bleffing ; 
for  which  Reafon,  I  was  daily  fol- 
liciting  my  Parents  to  permit  me 
to  go  to  Sea  along  with  Capt.  Clay- 

B  2  ton . 
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ton.  In  my  fifteenth  Year,  fome 
Attention  was  paid  to  my  natural 
Lent ;  and,  though  a  maiden  Aunt 
fixongly  perfuaded  my  Father  to 
pi  ace  me  in  a  Compting-Houie, 
it  was  determined  that  the  Captain 
Should  have  the  Bufinefs  propofed 
to  him,  when  he  returned  from  the 
Levant,  which  was  expedled  to  be 
in  a  fhort  Time. 

I  was  poffefTed  of  a  competent 
S  It  are  of  what  they  term  School¬ 
learning,  by  which  I  fuppofe  is 
underflood  Learning  of  Ufe  at 
School,  for  mine  was  of  no  Ufe 
any  where  elfe,  and  there  only  of 
Uie  to  my  Pofteriors  in  the  Article 
of  Flogging.  But  now  I  was  to 
learn  Trigonometry,  Mathema- 
ticks,  Navigation,  &c.  at  an  Aca- 
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demy,  till  the  Captain’s  Arrival. 
Whilft  one  of  thefe  Seminaries  was 
looking:  out  for  me.  News  came  of 
the  Phoenix,  Capt.  Clayton,  that  the 
VeiTelwasfafe  arrived  at P  or  tf mouth*, 
and  in  a  few  Days  after  I  had  the 
Pleafure  to  have  it  confirmed  by 
the  Captain  himfelf. 

As  I  had  always  been  a  Favou¬ 
rite,  the  Captain  readily  concurred 
with  all  my  Father’s  Propofals  con¬ 
cerning:  me.  He  was  advanced  m 

O 

Life,  had  acquired  a  genteel  For¬ 
tune,  and  propofed  foon  to  give 
over  going  to  Sea.  The  Com¬ 
mander  of  a  Veffel,  in  which  he 
was  an  Owner,  being  accidentally 
drowned,  as  he  was  going  aboard, 
by  the  Long-boat’s  overfetting,  the 
Captain  refolved  to  take  the  Com- 

B  3  mand 
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mand  himfelf.  A  Trip  to  Lisbon 
would  be  agreeable  to  him,  ufeful 
to  hi  ,  /affairs,  and  to  me.  blu rrv'in ,r 
therefore  a  few  NeceiTaries  toge-* 
tlie:,  and  dropping  the  Academy, 
we  went  poft  to  Deal,  where  the 

/ellel  lay. - Nothing  remarkable 

happened  to  me  jn  this  Voyage. 
The  Captain  kept  me  to  ftrid  Dif- 
cipline,  made  me  write  a  fair  and 
corredt  Journal,  and  at  leifure 
Times  taught  me  the  Theory  of 
Navigation ;  fo  that  when  I  return’d, 

I  was  a  tolerable  Sailor.  Indeed 
I  have  always  thought  a  Ship  to  be 
the  bell  Marine  Academy,  having 
obferved  that  aukward  Appearance 
which  the  Productions  of  Land  ones 
make  when  they  come  aboard. 


I  con- 
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I  confumed  ten  Years  in  Voyages 
to  the  Levant,  New-England,  the 
Canaries,  and  various  Paits  ot  the 
World,  in  all  which  my  good  Friend 
affifted  me  with  his  Counfel,  Purfe, 
and  Intereft.  During  this  Interval, 
my  Father  and  fecond  Brother 
Thomas  died  ;  my  elder  Brother 
took  Poffeffion  of  his  Eftate ;  and 
my  Mother  retired  to  Hampfhire  to 
her  Relations  with  my  Siller.  My 
younger  Brother  Francis  was  bound 
to  a  Stationer  in  London. 

Henry,  my  elder  Brother,  was 
always  .  addicted  to  Gaiety ;  and 
when  my  Father  died,  indulged 
himfelf  fo  much  in  Pleafure,  that 
his  Health  and  Fortune  were  both 
in  the  Road  to  Ruin.  Capt.  Clay¬ 
ton  had  retired  to  an  Ellate  which 
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he  had  purchafed,  where  he  pro- 
pofed  to  end  his  Days.  His  Houfe, 
afier  the  Death  of  my  Father,  was 
confidered  by  me  as  my  Home ; 
for  he  had,  by  Will,  appointed 
me  his  Heir,  and  upon  my  Demiie, 
the  eldeit  of  our  Family.  As  he 
began  now  to  decline  apace,  at  his 
Requefl,  I  laid  af  de  the  Thoughts 
of  going  to  Sea,  till  he  had  paid 
the  lalt  Debt  to  Nature  j  as  well 

out  of  Regard  to  my  own  Intereft, 
as  of  Gratitude  to  him. 

In  Expectation  of  this  melan¬ 
choly  Event,  I  was  one  Evening 
pretty  late,  walking  by  the  Sea- 
f  de,  which  was  near  our  Houle. 
This  was  an  ufual  Practice  with  me, 
no  Scenes  giving  me  greater  De- 
light  than  thole  which  the  Sea  pre¬ 
fen  ts. 
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fents.  It  began  to  grow  dark,  and 
I  was  near  home,  when  a  Fellow 

jumped  out  of  a  Hedge,  and 
feized  my  Collar.  I  judged  it  to 
be  a  Footpad,  and  ftruggled  to  caft 
him  -y  but  in  a  few  Minutes  three 
more  joined  him,  and  immediately 
bound  my  Hands  and  gagged  me. 
In  this  Condition  I  expedted  to  be 
murdered  direftly ;  but  to  my  Sui- 
prife  they  neither  rifled  my  Poc¬ 
kets,  nor  ufed  any  Blows,  but  tel¬ 
ling  me  that  Refiftance  was  in 
vain,  bad  me  follow  them.  Wc 
had  not  gone  far  when  they  hailed  a 

Veflel  which  lay  at  Anchor;  and 
then  ftripping  me  ftark  naked,  anu 

taking  my  Cloaths,  bad  me  pm 
on  thofe  which  they  produced  out 
of  a  Bundle.  Whilil  this  was 
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tranfadhng  a  Boat  came,  into  which 
they  put  me  ;  when  I  came  aboard 
I  was  confined,  and  found  that  I 
was  to  be  fold  fqr  a  Slave  to  the 
Plantations. 

I  knew  that  Remonftrances  at 
Sea  were  fruitlefs ;  I  therefore 
waited  patiently,  not  doubting, 
but  when  I  touched  Land,  Let¬ 
ters  to  my  Friends  would  both 
bring  this  Villany  to  Light,  and 
deliver  me  from  Captivity.  With 
this  Refolution,  appearing  calm  and 
refigned  to  my  Fate,  I  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  come  upon  Deck. 

The  Weather  proved  favourable, 
till  we  came  to  Latitude  5  Norths 
when  towards  Evening  we  had 
fo  terrible  a  Hurricane,  accom¬ 
panied  with  Rain,  Thunder,  and 

Light- 
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Lightening,  that  we  looked  every 
Moment  to  perifh.  In  the  midft  of 
this  Confufion  the  Mailer  called  me 
into  the  Cabin  ;  and  throwing  him- 
felf  at  my  Feet,  afked  Forgivenefs 
in  the  moft  pallionate  Terms.  He 
told  me  that  my  elder  Brother,  for 
the  Sake  of  inheriting  Capt.  Claytoti  s 
Eflate,  had  hired  him,  for  a  con- 
fiderable  Sum,  to  feize  me,  and 
when  out  at  Sea  to  murder  me  j 
that,  his  Confcience  not  differing 
him  to  deprive  an  innocent  Man  of 

Life,  he  had  refolved  to  fell  me  at 
the  Plantations ;  and  that,  as  a 

perilling  Sinner,  he  believed  this 
Tempeft  to  be  the  Vengeance  of 
Heaven  for  his  Crime  ;  but  if  he 
efcaped  the  Storm,  he  would  fet  me 
fafe  at  the  firft  Port  he  came  to. 

B  6  Upon 
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Upon  this,  I  told  him  that  I  for¬ 
gave  him,  who  was  only  the  In- 
ftrument  of  my  Brother’s  Cruelty, 
and  delired  him  not  to  delpair,  but 
to  ufe  his  utmoft  Efforts  to  preferve 
the  Veflel.  But  all  Efforts  were 
vain  ;  a  Plank,  with  the  Violence 
of  the  Tempeft,  Ear  ted,  and  the 
Water  poured  in.  During  this 
Extremity,  with  little  Hope  of  ef- 
caping,  we  hove  out  our  Long¬ 
boat,  and  threw  ourfelves  with 
fome  few  Neceflaries  into  it.  By 
an  Obfervation  of  the  preceding 
Day  we  deemed  ourfelves  to  be 
near  the  B/azi/s,  as  the  Hurricane 
drove  chiefly  from  N.  E.  though 
at  Times  it  veered  round  the  Com- 
pafs.  But  the  Diflrels  was,  the 
boat  was  incapable  of  holding  all, 

and 
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and  who  would  devote  themfelves 
to  certain  DeftruCtion,  when  the 
leaft  Opportunity  of  efcaping  pre- 
fented  itfelf?  We  muff  all  have 
inevitably  perifhed,  if  the  Captain 
had  not,  without  regarding  thofe 
in  the  Ship,.,  cleared  the  Boat  of 
her  immediately.  Several  threw 
themfelves  into  the  Sea,  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  get  into  the  Boat ;  but  Self- 
prefervation  extinguiflied  every  c- 
ther  Thought ;  and  they  with  the 
Veffel  perifhed  in  our  Sight.  The 
Temped;  now  abated  its  Fury,  and 
though  our  efcaping  prefent  Death 
when  the  Veffel  foundered,  was  a 
Matter  of  Comfort  in  that  confufed 
Juncture,  yet  it  foon  vanished,  when 
Reflection  fucceeded,  and  all  the 
Horrors  of  a  lingering  and  as  ine¬ 
vitable 
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vi  table  Deftrudtion  made  us  envy 
the  Fate  of  our  dead  Companions. 
An  open  Boat  could  not  expedt 
to  live  in  the  Ocean  j  but,  if  there 
was  a  Probability,  our  Provi lions 
tEuift  fail.  By  an  Obfervation  we 
found  that  we  had  run  foutherly 
and  having  a  Pocket-compafs  we 
fleered  W eft,  with  a  view  of  gaining 
the  Continent  of  South  America. 
VV  e  were  in  all  twelve,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  work  by  Turns,  that  fo 
we  might  hold  out  longer,  and  to 
divide  our  Stock  of  Provifions  into 
fuch  Portions  as  by  our  Computa¬ 
tion  would  barely  fuftain  us  four¬ 
teen  Days,  before  the  Expiration 
of  which  we  concluded  our  Fate 
would  be  determined.  In  this  ter¬ 
rible  Situation  we  continued  two 

Days 
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Days  and  as  many  Nights,  expect¬ 
ing  every  Moment  to  fink  to  the 
Bottom  of  the  Deep  ;  but,  on  the 
third  Day,  to  our  great  Tranfport, 
we  perceived  a  bluilh  Cloud  at 
S.S.W.  which  we  concluded  to 
be  Land.  Love  of  Life  infufed 
new  Strength  into  our  weary  Arms ; 
there  was  a  dead  Calm,  but  a 
ftrong  Current,  and  we  rowed  with 
Eagernefs  towards  it.  As  we  drew 
nearer  we  perceived  that  our  Con¬ 
jecture  was  well  grounded ;  for 
now  the  Land  was  very  vifible,  and 
we  could  perceive  the  Mountains 
and  Cliffs  of  this  unknown  Coun¬ 
try. 

We  were  now  within  a  Mile  of 

the  Shore,  when  we  fatally  ftruck 

upon  a  fharp  Rock  which  was  juft 

beneath 
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beneath  the  Surface  of  the  Water.  - 
Our  Boat  filled  in  a  Moment,  and 
we  had  juft  Time  to  throw  our- 
felves  into  the  Sea,  with  the  Hope 
of  faving  our  Lives  by  fwimming. 

I  had  the  Prefence  of  Mind  to  feize 
an  Oar,  and  to  clear  myfelf  of  the 
Boat.  Some  of  my  Companions 
funk  diredlly,  and  myfelf  with  four 
or  five  more  made  for  the  Shore ; 
we  had  fcarce  fwam  halfWay  be¬ 
fore  my  unfortunate  Companions 
all  perilhed  through  Wearinefs, 
and  I  foon  expected  to  lhare  their 
Fate.  In  that  terrible  Juncture  I 
perceived  within  a  few  Yards  a 
Rockjuft  peeping  out  of  the  Water. 

I  made  directly  to  it,  and  flood  trem¬ 
bling  upon  the  viliblc  Part,  which 
increafed  every  Moment  to  my 

Com- 
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Comfort,  by  the  Tide’s  going  off. 

It  was  now  Afternoon,  and  to  ftay 
till  the  Return  of  the  Tide  was  ine¬ 
vitable  Death.  When  therefore  I 
imagined  it  to  be  low  Water,  I 
walked  on  the  Rock  to  the  Water’s 
Edge,  and  then  threw  myfelf  into 
the  Sea,,  which  was  fortunately 
calm,  and  made  for  the  Shore, 
which  was  now  near,  and  appeared 
rocky  and  dangerous.  In  about  an 
Hour  I  found  that  I  could  touch 
Ground  with  my  Feet;  and  then 
throwing  my  Plank  away,  I  walked 
leifurely  to  Shore.  I  was  full  of 
Gratitude  and  Wonder  for  my  An¬ 
gular  Deliverance,  and  redoubled 
my  Efforts  to  climb  the  Rocks  be¬ 
yond  the  Reach  of  the  Tide,  which 
I,  with  much  Difficulty,  at  length 

accom-- 
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accomplilhed.  The  Sun  was  let, 
and  I  looked  for  fome  Place  of 
Shelter ;  and  having  found  a  Ca¬ 
vity,  I  got  into  it;  and  eating  fome 
Mufcles,  Limpets,  and  other  Shell- 
fiih,  of  which  there  were  Plenty,  I 
laid  myfelf  down  upon  fome  Mofs, 
<md  though  the  Dread  of  Savages 
and  wild  Bealls  kept  me  awake 
fome  Time,  yet  Fatigue  at  length 
became  Vidtor,  and  buried  all  my 
Fears  and  Sorrows  in  a  found 
Sleep,  which  lulled  till  late  the 
next  Morning. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP.  II. 

'The  Author  s  Deliverance  by  an  old 
Savage ;  Description  of  him  ;  goes 
with  him  to  his  Cave  j  and  is  there 
entertained . 


t  I'^HE  Sun  fhone  into  my  Place 
A  of  Repofe  with  full  Bright- 
nefs,  which  waked  me  j  and,  with 
the  Opening  of  my  Eyes,  all  the 
Horrors  of  my  Situation  rufhed 


into  my  Head.  I  judged  the 
Country  to  be  fome  Part  of  the 
Continent  of  South  America ,  and 
whether  the  Inhabitants  were  Eu¬ 


ropeans  or  Indians  I  knew  not,  but 
I  dreaded  both  equally.  The  Place 
where  I  paffed  the  Night  was  a 
rocky  T erras,  which  for  fome  hun¬ 
dred 
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dred  Yards  was  almoft  flat,  and 
commanded  a  View  of  the  Sea. 
It  teemed  to  me  to  be  about  one 
third  of  the  Way  to  the  Top  of 
thofe  Precipices,,  which  om  every 
Side  hung  over  my  Head,,  and 
whole  Summit  it  was  neceffary  to 
gain  before  I  could  fee  the  Country.

An 
Hour  elapfed,  which  I  paffed  be¬ 
tween  the  moft  violent  Agitations 
of  Hope  and  Fear;  and  then  I 
perceived  the  fame  Signal  repeated, 
which  I  anfwered.  A  Rope  was 
let  down  to  a  Part  of  the  Rock, 
where,  by  defcending  a  little,  I 
could  lay  hold  of  the  End  of  it. 
No  King  I  believe  ever  griped  his 
Scepter  with  fuch  Tranfport  as  I 
that  Cord.

Inhot 
Countriesthat  Time  is  ufually  dedi¬ 
cated  to  Sleep  ;  but  I  was  not  fam¬ 
iliarized  enough  yet  to  fuch  Cli¬ 
mates  to  comply  with  that  Cuftom. 
My  Ample  Entertainment  had  re¬ 
cruited  my  Spirits ;  and  the  Mo¬ 
ment  that  my  Hold  was  gone,  I 
viewed  attentively  the  Place  I  was 
in.  It  was  a  natural  Cavity  of  the 
Rock,  and  by  its  Rudenefs  dif- 

C  2  claimed 
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claimed  the  Hand  of  Art.  The 
Furniture  was  all  of  a  Piece  with 
the  Structure,  and  conliifed  of  fome 
Skins  of  Animals  to  deep  upon,  a 
few  Conveniencies  to  ferve  the  Oc~ 
ca lions  of  eating  and  drinking,  (all 
the  mere  Gifts  of  Nature)  and  in 
one  Corner  fome  Inftruments  made 
in  a  fimple,  artlels  Manner,  which 
teemed  to  be  contrived  for  Works 
of  Agriculture.  Thefe  I  examined, 
and  to  my  Surprize  found  that  all 
the  Metal  in  their  Compofition  was 
pure  Gold.  This  Sight,  I  freely 
confefs,  difpelled  theMiferies  which 
I  fo  late  had  felt ;  and  whilft  I  was 
weighing  the  precious  Ore,  which 
was  on  the  Tools  in  my  Hands, 
Avarice  Hole  into  my  Bread;.  What 
Sum  is  this  in  Europe  ?  faid  I ;  what 

a  rich

a  rich  Country  muft  this  be  ?  and 
what  Plenty  of  Gold,  iince  it  fup- 
plies  the  Place  of  Iron  ?  How 
Ample  are  thefe  Savages,  and  ig-j 
norant  of  the  true  Value  of  Things, 
thus  to  undervalue  Gold  ?  In  thefe 
Thoughts  I  was  employed,  when 
the  Savage  returned.  He  ap¬ 
proached  me ;  and  taking  me  by 
the  Hand,  led  me  out  of  the  Cave 
into  his  little  Plantation.  He  then 
conducted  me  to  every  Part  of  it, 
which  was  cultivated  furprifingly  ; 
it  had  feveral  Divifions  in  it,  all 
parted  with  ever-green  Hedges  ;  in 
fome  were  Cattle,  in  others  Indian 
Corn,  in  others  Roots  and  Herbs 
for  Phyfick  and  Diet,  in  others 
feveral  Sorts  of  tame  Fowl  and 
other  Animals  ;  infomuch  that  it

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was  wonderful  to  me  how  fuch  a 
•Variety  could  be  confined  within 
fo  Imall  a  Compafs.  I  followed 
him  back  to  the  Cave,  where,  put¬ 
ting  a  Kind  of  Shovel  into  my 
Hand,  and  pointing  to  his  Planta¬ 
tion,  he  made  Signs  that  I  muft 
affift  him  by  my  Labour  in  culti¬ 
vating  of  it.  I  let  him  know,  as 
well  as  I  could,  that  I  fhould  obey 
him,  and  a  long  Converfation,  in 
Dumb-fhew,  followed  ;  during 
which  the  Gold  before  me  put  fe- 
veral  Schemes  of  gaining  immenfe 
Riches  into  my  Head,  owing,  I 
believe,  more  to  the  Force  of  our 
Country  Cuftoms,  and  the  Prin¬ 
ciples  I  had  imbibed  here,  than 
any  avaricious  Propenfity  in  my 
Difpofition. 

Being 
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•  Being  thus,  by  a  Reverfe  of 
Fortune,  become  Servant  to  a  Sa¬ 
vage,  I  endeavoured  to  compofe 
my  Mind  to  my  Fate,  and  to  wait 
patiently  for  a  Change  more  fortu¬ 
nate.  I  fhall  not  trouble  the  Read- 

I 

er  with  a  particular  Detail  of  my 
Employments,  in  this  Situation. 
Our  general  Cuftom  was  to  rife 
early  and  work  in  the  little  Spot  of 

T 

Ground,  and  to  employ  ourfelves 
in  providing  for  the  Demands  of 
Nature.  Towards  Noon  we  took 
a  Repaft,  and  relied  till  Evening, 
when  Exercife  again  prepared  our 
Bodies  for  falutary  Sleep. 

The  Savage  would  often  make 
Signs  for  me  to  go  naked,  and 
paint  my  Body  like  his ;  but  I  let 
him  know,  that  not  beins:  educated 

C  4  to 
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to  it,  the  Confequence  would  be  fa¬ 
tal  to  my  Health;  and  then  he 
would  Ihake  his  Head,  and  cry, 
Jlflaj  !  aficif !  But  though  I  avoided 
that  Cuftom,  I  ftudioully  endea¬ 
voured  to  learn  his  Language,  as 
Converfation  would  help  to  foften 
Solitude. 

I  fortunately  happened  to  have 
an  ivory  Table-book,  which  the 
Captain  of  the  Veffel  had  given  me 
in  the  Boat ;  and  my  Cuftom  was, 
when  I  wanted  to  know  the  Name 
of  any  Thing,  to  delign  a  Draught 
of  it  in  my  Book ;  and  then  {hew¬ 
ing  it  the  India tiy  he  would  name 
it,  which  Name  I  wrote  down. 
By  this  Means  I  was  foon  Mafter 
of  a  Vocabulary  but  my  greateft 
Difficulty  was  to  know  the  Meaning 

of 
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of  Verbs,  and  the  Names  of -Vir¬ 
tues  and  Vices,  and  the  like. 
Thefe  I  was  obliged  to  pick  out  as 
well  as  I  could  by  Signs  and  Ac¬ 
tions.  My  Mailer  was  wonder¬ 
fully  pleafed  with  the  Progrefs  I 
made,  and  fpared  no  Pains  to  teach 
me;  fo  that  within  a  Year,  I  was 
capable,  with  Help  of  Circumlo¬ 
cution  and  Signs,  to  converfe  with 
him  on  moil  Subjedts. 

But  as  foon  as  I  could  make 
him  underiland  me,  my  great  De- 
lire  to  know  the  Nature  of  the 
Country  I  was  in,  and  whether 
there  were  other  Inhabitants  beiides 
himfelf,  and  where  that  Gold  which 
he  had,  came  from,  caufed  me  to 
turn  my  Difcourfe  chiefly  upon 

thofe  Sub-eels. - But  the  Con- 

C  5  verfation 
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verfation  which  we  had  at  feveral 
Times  concerning  them,  I  fliall 
prefent  to  the  Reader  in  the  next 
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W  Indiana  Account  o/'Nimpatan  ; 
its  Origin  ;  antient  Government ; 
defends  his  Method  of  living  ;  per-  .  •  1 

fuades  the  Author  to  embrace  it. 

NO  W  it  is  to  be  underflood, 
that  the  following  Particu¬ 
lars,  which  I  received  from  my 

j 

Indian  Mailer,  are  the  Subfiance 
of  feveral  Difcourfes  durinp-  the 

O 

Space  of  eighteen  Months,  of  which 
I  took  Care  to  make  Memoran¬ 
dums,  Supplying  the  reft  with  my 
Memory,  when  Convenience  and 
Opportunity  afterwards  enabled  me 
to  write  them  down  at  iar?e. 

O 

After  fome  Progrefs  in  the  In- 

C  6  dian 
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d/an  Language,  and  being  in  fome 
Capacity  of  understanding  my 
Matter,  and  finding  him  one  Day 
in  a  Difpolition  particularly  com¬ 
municative,  I  requefted  him  to 
fatisfy  my  Curiofity  concerning  the 
Country  beyond  thofe  inaccelTible 
Rocks.  Whether  it  was  inhabited  ? 
and,  if  it  was,  What  could  induce 
him  to  fuch  an  extraordinary  So¬ 
litude  ? 

After  fome  Minutes  Silence, 
Rantfegr,  fays  he  (by  that  Name 
he  ufed  to  call  me)  thy  Defire  con¬ 
cerning  thefe  Things,  is  agreeable 
to  Man’s  Nature,  which  is  ever 
difcontented,  and  eager  to  go  be¬ 
yond  its  prefcribed  Boundaries ;  but 
this  infatiable  Third:  of  Know¬ 
ledge  commonly  makes  Man  mife- 

rable ; 
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rable  ;  for  whatever  the  be  Object 
of  his  Purfuit,  he  furely,  during  the 
Chace,  diicovers  only  frefh  Ex¬ 
amples  of  the  Wickedneis,  Igno¬ 
rance,  andFolly  of  his  own  Species; 
he  imbibes  Principles  and  Maxims 
which  divert  him  from  the  fimple 
plealant  Path  of  Nature ;  he  fdls 
himfelf  with  Pafiions,  Lulls,  and 
Appetites  that  torment  him  witnout 
ceafing ;  and  after  all  his  Labour, 
Hill  he  finds  his  Third  to  burn  as 
fierce  as  ever. 

The  Country  which  you  are  in, 
is  called  Nimpcitan.  It  is  an  Liana, 
about  four  Moons  Journey  in  Com- 
pafs,  abounding  in  every  1  hing 
necefiary  to  the  Support  oi  Man. 
Tradition  informs  us,  that  it  fprung 

out  of  the  great  W ater  by  a  dreadful 

Agita- 
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Agitation  of  the  Elements,  which 
divided  and  broke  the  Rocks  and 
very  Bottom  of  the  Deep  ;  and  fuch 
was  the  Violence  of  this  tethnef-

tuous  Whirlpool,  that  the  mofc 
enormous  Miafies  were  carried 
round  in  it  like  Feathers.  After 
a  while  the  heaviefi:  began  to  fink, 
and  failened  themfelves  to  the  Bot¬ 
tom  ;  fo  as  to  form  a  Foundation 
upon  thefe  others,  till  the  Maf's 
reached  the  Surface  of  the  great 

o 

*  ^  which  began  to  fink,  leav¬ 

ing  this  new  formed  Ifland  vifible 
and  covered  with  Mud.  Upon 
this  naked  and  unfruitful  Spot,  the 
nun  added  in  fuch  a  generative 
Manner,  that  the  Slime  hardened 
and  produced  all  Kinds  of  Plants 
and  Animals,  and  Man  among  the 

reft. 
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reft,  the  refpe&ive  Seeds  of  which 
were  fown  equally  by  the  Hand  of 
the  great  Khironhkee,  during  that 
terrible  Confufion. 

The  firft  Race  of  Inhabitants 
lived  as  you  fee  me  do.  Their 
Bodies  ftrong  and  vigorous,  fear- 
lefs  of  Cold  or  Heat;  their  Diet 
Fruits,  or  Fleflr  of  Animals,  which 
they  killed  in  the  Forefts.  Difeafes 
were  unknown  to  them,  and  they 
lived  three  thoufand  Moons  before 
they  went  to  their  Friends  in  the 
other  World.  In  War,  they  were 
patient  and  invincible ;  in  Peace, 
amiable.  They  cut  the  facred 
Flerb  with  golden  Sickles,  and 
knew  no  Vice  or  Milery. 

The  Nation  of  the  Nimpatanefe 
was  divided  into  Clafies,  over  each 

of 
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of  which  prefided  a  Chief,  who 
was  Geneial  in  War  and  hfagidrate 
in  Peace.  Thefe  ClaiTes  confided 
of  a  certain  Number  of  Families; 
and  in  every  Family  the  Parent  ex- 
ercifed  fupreme  Jurifdiclion  in  all 
private  Matters  relative  to  itfelf. 

The  W  oifhip  of  the  Gods  was 
committed  to  the  Care  ofthcMarzee- 
gee.  Thefe  were  Guardians  of  the 
heavenly  Preafurc  ;  they  inflructed 
Youth,  Hew  the  Sacrifices,  taught 
Benevolence,  and  difeovered  the  fo- 
vereign  Virtues  of  the  Moon.  At 
folemn  Fcafts  they  tuned  their 
Harps  to  the  Fraifcs  of  the  Gods, 
and  inflamed -Men  to  Virtue,  by 
Rewards  in  the  other  World.  Their 
Dchti  ines  they  wrote  upon  the  liv¬ 
ing  Memories  of  their  Di'ciples, 

w'hich 
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which  inftrudted  them  in  all  the 
Philofophy  of  Nature. 

The  Nimpatanefe  lived  thus  hap¬ 
pily  for  the  Space  of  near  fifty-two 
thoufand  Moons,  when  another 
Race  of  Mortals,  whofe  Manners 
and  Language  were  different  from 
ours,  invaded  this  Ifland.  Arms 
were  infufficient  to  conquer  the  vir¬ 
tuous  Nimpatanefe ;  they  were  fe- 
duced  to  recede  from  the  Virtues  of 
their  Anceftors ;  Luxury,  Vice,  and 
Slavery,  crept  in  under  the  Terms 
of  Elegance,  Politenefs,  and  Civi¬ 
lity  ;  and  then  the  whole  F ace  of 
the  Ifland  was  changed,  and  its 
Inhabitants  were  converted  into  a 
Race  of  vicious,  fawning,  and  de- 
teflable  Slaves. 


In 
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In  this  fad  Difafter  fome  of  the 
virtuous  Nimpatanefe ,  incapable  of 
receding  from  their  antient  Cuf- 
toms,  fled  to  thefe  barren  Rocks, 
where  their  Pofterity  unmolefted 
live,  and  tafte  all  the  Bleffings 
which  Health,  Nature,  or  Virtue 
can  beftow.  Gold,  which  the  pre¬ 
lent  Iflanders  adore,  they  only  ule 
to  form  their  Inflrruments,  with 
which  they  till  the  Ground,  or  cut 
the  facred  Plants  ;  which  they 
confider  as  the  mofl  valuable  Em¬ 
ployments  of  Man. 

Here  the  Savage  made  a  Paule. 
After  fome  Minutes  Silence,  I  re¬ 
plied,  that  with  Submiffion  I  was 
ot  Opinion,  that  the  State  of  civil 
Society  and  improved  Life,  in  which, 

I  had  the  Happinefs  to  be  born, 

ought 
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ought  to  be  preferred  to  the  barba¬ 
rous  Ufages  of  a  mere  natural  State, 
which  abounded  with  Hardfhips, 
Miferies,  and  Inconveniences  little 
inferior  to  the  Brutes. 

To  this  the  Savage  anfwered, 
with  a  Smile  of  Contempt,  The 
Difference  between  Brutes  and 
Mankind  lies  in  Reafon  alone  j  this 
is  the  Superiority  which  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  Man  poffelfes.  But  are  not 
my  reafoning  Faculties  clearer, 
ftronger,  and  more  acute,  from 
this  temperate  W ay  of  living  ?  My 
Body  more  rob uft  and  healthy  ?  My 
Wants  are  fewer,  becaufe  Nature 
bounds  them  ;  I  am  therefore 
more  virtuous  and  happy.  I  con¬ 
template  Nature’s  Works,  and  de¬ 
duce  ufeful  Leffons  from  them  ;  I 
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pafs  my  Life  in  Peace,  and  die 
without  Fear.  But  you  feem  to 
think  the  Felicities  of  polite  Com¬ 
munities  fuperior.  You  mifcall 
things ,  when  the  native  Bravery 
of  Man  is  corrupted  with  Luxury, 
you  fay  that  he  is  humanized  ■, 
when  his  Body  is  enervated  with 
Drels  and  Idlenefs,  you  term  it 
Civility  ;  when  his  Mind  is  tainted 
with  Lull,  Avarice,  Envy,  Ambi¬ 
tion,  and  Malice,  then  it  is  termed 
Refinement ;  when  Fraud,  Lying, 
Diflimulation,  Injuftice,  Rapine, 
procure  Gold,  this  is  Wifdom ; 
when  you  daughter  Millions,  this 
is  Glory  :  But  your  Knowledge 
tranfcends  ours.  If  I  admit  this, 
the  Abufe  of  it  only  augments  the 
Guilt  ot  vicious  Practice,  fince  I, 

who 
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who  know  lefs,  am  yet  more  vir¬ 
tuous. 

Thank  the  great  Khironhkee> 
therefore,  my  Son,  that  he  has  pre- 
ferved  thee  to  receive  my  Leffons. 
I  fhall  in  a  few  Years  go  to  meet 
rnv  Friends  in  the  other  World  ; 
thou  fhalt  fupply  the  Place  of  my 
Children,  of  whom  Death  has  de¬ 
prived  me  ;  and  after  my  Deceafe, 
poffefs  this  Spot  which  Vice  or 
Luxury  never  polluted. 


CHAP. 


46  The  Travels  of 
CHAP.  V. 

The  Author  leaves  the  Savage's  Re/i- 
dence  ;  fets  out  upon  his  Difcove- 
ries ;  is  taken  by  the  Nimpata- 
nefe  ;  carried  to  a  Country -hoi/ fe ; 
dijcovers  his  Talifman  Adven¬ 
ture  with  the  Mijlrefs  of  the  Houfe. 


Dlfcourfes  of  this  Kind  made 
a  prefent  Impreffion  which 
foon  wore  off,  and  an  infatiahle 
Curiofity  fucceeded.  I  know  not 
what  Lengths  I  might  have  run, 
in  purfuing  its  Gratification  ;  but, 
in  the  midft  of  my  Projects  my 
Mafter  died.  An  Accident  occa- 
fioned  his  Death,  and  left  me  the 
quiet  Pofiefiion  of  his  Wealth,  and 

with 
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with  the  Satisfaction  of  difpofing 
myfelf  as  I  pleafed.  Solitude  ap¬ 
peared  fo  dreadful,  that,  after  his 
Interment,  I  refolved  to  leave  thofe 
Rocks,  yet  uncertain  which  Way 
to  fleer  my  Courfe. 

Before  I  put  in  Execution  my 
intended  Expedition,  I  was  wholly 
bulled  in  making  fuch  Preparation 
as  my  prefent  Situation  would  ad¬ 
mit  of.  With  this  Intent,  rumaeins" 
among  my  deceafed  Indian’s  Things, 
I  round  a  triangular  Piece  of  Gold, 
which  refembled  a  Prifm,  feveral 
ftrange  Characters  and  Figures 
were  engraved  upon  its  Sides.  I 
put  it  in  my  Pocket  without  pay¬ 
ing  any  Attention  to  it,  though, 
by  what  afterwards  appeared,  de¬ 
ferring  of  the  greatefl.

which 
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•which  the  Savage  had  on  his  Tools, 
amounted  to  a  great  Sum.  The 
Weight  of  the  Metal  forbad  me  to 
think  of  carrying  it ;  for  which 
Reafon  I  buried  that  precious  Ore, 
and  carefully  marked  the  Place.

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Dawn  appeared,  I  purfued  my  Ex¬ 
pedition,  and  prepared  myfelf  with 
Refolution  for  whatever  fhould  be- 
fal  me.  I  had  fcarcely  gained  the 
Plain,  when  I  heard  the  Cry  of 
Hounds.  I  found  that  they  ap¬ 
proached,  upon  which  I  imme¬ 
diately  rufhed  into  the  midft  of  a 
thick  Brake.  In  a  little  Time,  I 
perceived  a  fmall  Animal,  fome- 
what  like  our  Foxes,  at  its  Heels 
about  thirty  Dogs  ;  and  in  the 
Rear,  a  Dozen  ofHorfemen,  whoop¬ 
ing,  galloping,  and  hallooing,  as 
if  they  were  mad.  Judge,  O  Read¬ 
er,  what  I  felt,  when  the  poor 
Creature,  breathlefs  and  panting, 
crept  into  the  Brake  where  I  lay 
concealed.  I  was  in  a  Moment 
furrounded  with  fuch  a  mingled 

Cry 
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Cry  of  Dogs  and  Men  as  would 
have  appalled  the  douted  Heart. 
In  this  Danger  I  hallooed  with  all 
my  Might,  but  to  no  Purpofe.  I 
expected  prefent  Death.  Luckily, 
one  of  the  Dogs  tore  off  a  Lappet 
of  my  Waidcoat,  and  carried  it 
out  in  his  Mouth.  This  was  per¬ 
ceived  by  one  of  the  Sportfmen, 
upon  which  the  Dogs  were  called 
off ;  and  one  of  the  Company  dif- 
mounting,  examined  the  Place  and 
difcovered  me.

ket.  In  this  Manner,  after  palling 
through  feveral  Villages,  and  being 
pelted  and  curfed  by  all  we  met, 
with  as  much  Cruelty  as  the  Iro¬ 
quois  treat  their  Prifoners  of  War, 
I  reached  the  Habitation  of  the 
Chief.  I  found  afterwards  that 
the  Nimpatanefe ,  looking  upon 
themfelves  as  fuperior  to  all  Mor¬ 
tals,  ever  treat  Strangers  in  this 
Manner.  I  was  thrown  down  half 
dead  in  a  Corner  of  the  Yard,  where 
I  lay  for  fome  Time  in  a  miferable 
Condition.  In  thefe  Circumftances, 
one  of  the  Servants  out  of  Curiofity 
came  to  fee  me,  when  it  came 

into 
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into  my  Head  to  offer  him  my 
gold  Prifm,  by  means  of  which 
I  hoped  to  get  my  Hands  and  Feet 
unbound ;  for  the  Ligatures  gave 
me  exceffive  Pain.  After  much 
Difficulty,  and  by  good  Luck,  it 
being  in  my  Waiftcoat  Pocket,  I 
produced  it,  at  the  fame  Time 
twilling  every  Mufcle  in  my  Face, 
to  let  him  know  my  Torture. 

The  Fellow  no  fooner  beheld 
my  golden  Prifm,  but  he  proftrated 
himfelf,  crying  Crallilah ,  lallah > 
lallah ;  then  rifing  in  a  Moment, 
.flew  into  the  Houfe,  and  returned 
with  a  Knife.  He  diredlly  cut  the 
Strings  which  tied  me,  rubbed  my 
Wrifls  and  Ancles  with  his  Hands, 
and  expreffed  his  Joy  and  Love  in 
a  thoufand  ridiculous  Gefticula-

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tions.  A  few  Minutes  after,  the 
great  Door  of  the  Houfe  opened, 
and  out  came  the  Mailer,  followed 
by  the  Company  and  all  the  Ser¬ 
vants,  in  lolemn  ProcelTion  :  When 
they  drew  near  me,  tiiey  all  bowed 
thnce  to  the  Ground,  crying  Cvcil~ 
lildh )  then  they  dignified  by  Signs 
tiicir  Grief  at  my  Ufage,  raided  me 
gently  up,  and  put  me  to  Bed, 
where  I  was  treated  with  all  pof- 
lible  RelpeCt  and  Tendernels. 

When  I  was  alone  I  ruminated 
upon  this  fudden  Change  of  Treat¬ 
ment.  I  examined  the  Prifm :  The 
Characters  engraved  upon  it  were 
utterly  unintelligible ;  though  I 
found,  upon  a  nicer  Examination, 
that  it  was  covered  with  Scales 
like  a  Pith,  and  perceived  one  Place 

where 
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where  fome  of  thofe  Scales  feemed 
lately  rubbed  off.  I  thought  upon 
what  I  had  read  concerning  orien¬ 
tal  Talifmans,  and  conjectured  that 
pofhbly  this  might  be  one.  How¬ 
ever,  I  was  refolved  to  try  the  Ex¬ 
periment  upon  the  next  Perfon  I 
law,  fo  laid  it  under  my  Head.  I 
had  juft  fell  afleep,  when  the  Noife 
of  the  Door’s  Opening  awaked  me. 
A  Woman  entered  with  a  large  Ba- 
fon  of  warm  Liquor,  which  fhe 
brought  to  my  Bedlide,  and  made 
Signs  for  me  to  drink  it.  By  her 
Drel's  fhe  feemed  to  be  the  firffc  in 
Rank  of  her  Sex  in  the  Houfe  j  her 
Stature  was  of  the  middle  Size,  and 
her  Age  feemed  about  Forty.  I 
drank  the  Liquor,  which  feemed 
like  our  Mead ;  and,  when  I  re- 

D  4  turned 
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turned  the  Bafon,  I  (hewed  her  my 
Prilm.  Good  God,  how  was  I 
l'urprifed  !  The  Moment  lhe  beheld 
it,  die  threw  herfelf  upon  the  Bed 
in  the  moft  indecent  Manner,  and 
Signified  her  Perfon  was  at  my  Dif- 
pofal.  I  remembered  the  fatal 
Confequences  of  Intrigues  to  Stran¬ 
gers  and  Travellers ;  fo  with  many 
piteous  Sighs,  and  Teftimonies  of 
Incapacity  for  fuch  Kind  of  En¬ 
counters  by  my  Bruifes,  I  got  rid 
of  her. 

When  the  Lady  departed  I  looked 
atmyPrifm;  whenlfound  that  fome 
more  Scales  had  flown  off,  by  which 
I  difcovered,  that,  when  I  fhewed  it 
to  any  Perfon,  the  Influence  it  had 
upon  the  Soul  proportionably  di- 

minilhed

minifhed  it,  by  a  certain  Quantity 
of  Scales  of  Gold.  Upon  this 
I  refolved  never  to  make  Ufe  of 
it  but  upon  extraordinary  Oc- 
cafions.

H  E  News  quickly  fpread  in 
the  Neighbourhood,  that  a 
rich  Stranger  was  arrived  called 
Giroatfkce.  This  Name  they  gave 
me,  and  lignifies  him  who  is  in  Pof- 
ieffion  of  the  great  Cr alii  lab ;  fo  that 
the  Owner  of  the  Houfe  was  never 
at  reft  from  Morning  to  Night  with 
Crouds  of  People  of  all  Ranks  and 
Degrees,  paying  their  profoundeft 
Refperits  to  me,  and  offering  them- 
felves  and  Services,  profefting  that 

they 
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they  and  theirs  were  at  my  Difpo- 
fal.  The  Language  which  the  Sa¬ 
vage  had  learned  me  was  a  Dialed 
of  that  Ipoken  by  thefe  People  ;  fo 
that,  with  Application  and  conflant 
Pradice,  I  foon  was  able  to  converfe 
with  thofe  who  came  to  fee  me. 

Amongft  thofe  who  were  molt 
affiduous  in  their  Addrefles  to  me 
was  a  Perfon  of  the  firft  Rank  in 
that  Part  of  the  Country.  He  was 
extremely  old  and  decrepid,  and  for 
many  Years,  in  the  former  Part  ot 
his  Life,  was  in  the  Service  of  the 
E  mpe  ror  of  N imp  at  an ,  d  u  ri  n  g  which 
Time  he  had  amaifed  immenfe 
Wealth,  by  Rapine  ;  and  being  for 
that  Reafon,  in  a  popular  Tumult, 
drove  from  Court,  enjoyed  the 
Fruits  of  his»Labours  in  the  Country.

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The  Report  of  my  Treafure  al¬ 
lured  the  far  greater  Part  of  my 
Viii tants ;  but  this  Man  obliged 
me  always  to  produce  my  Talif- 
man,  and  I  obferved  that  it  loft  ten 
Times  the  Quantity  of  Scales  more 
'  than  with  any  other  Perfon  I  had 
met  with;  by  which  Ijudged  the  great 
Influence  it  had  upon  his  Soul. 
However,  as  I  thirfted  to  fee  the 
Capital  of  Ntmpatan,  and  as  I 
thought  his  Inftrudtions  might  be 
necefiary  in  that  relpedt,  I  conti¬ 
nued  to  gratify  him.  He  informed 
me,  that  the  great  Deity  of  the 
Nimpatans  was  called  Crallilah , 
which  Deity  was  that  triangular 
golden  Prifm  which  I  poflelfed; 
that  fo  long  as  I  was  Mafter  of  it, 
I  need  be  under  no  Apprehenfion ; 

that 
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that  he  had  wrote  Word  to  the  im¬ 
perial  Court  of  the  T reafure  which 
I  pofleifed,  by  which  good  Office 
he  flattered  himfelf  that  he  ffiould 
regain  his  Poft,  and  return  to  Court, 
where  he  hoped  to  triumph  over 
his  Enemies.  He  proceeded  to  ac¬ 
quaint  me  that  he  would  give  me  a 

Letter  to  a  Friend,  who  would  in- 

% 

troduce  me  to  the  grand  Treafurer 

Gribbehno ,  by  whofe  Means  I 

might  gratify  my  Curioflty  in  every 

Refpedl.  This  Compliment  o- 

bliged  me  to  produce  the  Idol  to 

him,  and  extend  my  Arm  for  fome 

Time  with  it  in  my  Hand.  He 

proftrated  himfelf,  and  the  infa- 

tiable  Avarice  of  this  Wretch  di- 

miffied  the  Weight  of  it  prodi- 
gioufly. 


Next 
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Next  Day  the  Letter  came;  upon 
which,  leaving  my  Hoft  with 
Thanks,  I  took  a  Guide  and  fet 
out  immediately  for  the  Metropolis 
of  Nimpatan.  We  were  two  Days 
upon  the  Road.  Nothing  remark¬ 
able  happened  in  the  Journey,  my 
Letter  having  all  the  Effedl  that 
could  be  defired.  Gribbelino  flew 
to  me  with  open  Arms,  and  em¬ 
braced  me  with  Eagernefs.  I  per¬ 
ceived  at  that  Inftant  the  Idol  leap 
prodigioufly.  At  the  fame  Time 
he  prefented  me  with  an  Inftru- 
ment  from  his  imperial  Majefly, 
by  which  I  wras  intitled  to  all  the 
Privileges  of  the  Natives,  and  cre¬ 
ated  a  Glumki ,  which,  as  I  found, 
was  one  of  the  firft  Titles  among 
the  Nobility. 


I  have 
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I  have  this  Inftrument  now  by 
me.  When  I  received  it  I  had 
been  about  three  Months  among 
the  Nimpatanefe ,  and  had  never 
feen  his  imperial  Highnefs.  I 
thought  fuch  a  Curiofity  would  be 
acceptable  to  an  EngliJIo  Reader; 
therefore  I  have  tranflated  it  into 
our  Language  as  near  to  the  Origi¬ 
nal  as  I  could. 

His  imperial,  lofty,  and  tremen¬ 
dous  Majelfy  Hyrozeeke  Myn,  Tan 
Ban  Can  Callo  der.  Lord  of  the 
Mountains,  brighter  than  the  Sun, 
purer  than  the  Moon,  and  higher 
than  the  Stars,  the  Delight  of  the 
Elements,  and  Emperor  of  ten 
Nations,  whofe  Breath  is  Life  and 
Death ;  the  invincible,  illuftrious, 
immortal,  together  with  the  Coun¬ 
cil 
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cil  of  Nimpatan ,  to  our  beloved  Gi- 
roatjkee.,  Greeting. 

Our  facred,  imperial  Hearts  burn¬ 
ing  with  Love  to  thee,  dear  Coufin, 
for  thy  long  and  wonderful  Ser¬ 
vices  to  us,  our  Eyes  beholding 
thy  pure  and  incorruptible  Virtues 
which  recommend  thee  to  our  Love  j 
thy  Prudence,  F ortitude,  Allegiance, 
Abilities,  requiring  thee  near  our 
Perfon  ;  we  hereby  admit  thee  to 
all  the  Privileges  of  native  Nim- 
patans ,  and  dignify  thee  with  the 
illuftrious  Order  of  Nobility,  and 
glorious  Title  of  Glumki,  requiring 
our  Subjects  to  acknowledge  thy 
Rank  accordingly.

I  found 
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I  found  afterwards  that  this 
Form  is  ufed  without  Diftindtion, 
for  all  who  are  admitted  into  the 
Nobility.  I  had  no  fooner  received 
this  Inftrument,  but  I  was  fur- 
rounded  with  a  great  Number  of 
Perfons.  They  might  amount  to 
two  thoufand  j  I  was  obliged  to  pay 
to  every  one  large  Fees,  the  Trea- 
furer’s  Fee  alone  might  be  about 
one  thoufand  Pounds  fterling,  and 
fo  in  Proportion.  Afterwards  I  dis¬ 
covered,  that  this  Motive  occa- 
lioned  his  recommending  me  to  his 
Highnefs.  The  whole  Expence 
might  amount  to  ten  thoufand 
Pounds  of  our  Money ;  fo  that  I 
perceived  that  it  was  impoffible  in 
Nimpatan  for  Merit  alone  to  arrive 
at  the  Honours  of  the  Nobility.

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I  found  my  Gold  Ihrink  excef- 
fively  after  this  Expence.  Apart¬ 
ments  were  afljgned  me  near  the 
Palace,  anu  I  applied  mylelf  with 
all  Diligence  to  ftudy  the  Genius 
of  thefe  I llanders.

CHAP.  VII. 

*• 


Genius  of  the  Nimpatanefe  ;  their 
Metropolis-,  Drefs ;  extraordinary 
Ceremony. 


H  E  People  of  Nimpatan , 
JL  like  the  faponefe ,  entertain 
the  higheft  Contempt  of  all  other 
Mortals.  The  Maxims  of  Policy 
efteemed  in  Europe  appear  to  them 
ridiculous.  Their  Paffions  are 
violent  but  foon  cool ;  they  are  cre¬ 
dulous  to  Folly,  yet,  when  impofed 
on  through  their  Credulity,  no  Na¬ 
tion  forms  wifer  Refolutions  to 
punilh  thofe  who  deceive  them,  or 
puts  them  lefs  in  Execution.  Their 
Difpofition  is  naturally  martial, 

but 
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but  rendered  ufelefs  to  them  by  the 
Policy  of  their  Government.  They 
differ  from  all  other  Infulars.  An 
Ihand,  iurrounded  by  the  Sea  and 
abounding  with  Ports,  naturally 
points  out  to  the  Inhabitants  com¬ 
mercial  Purfuits  and  naval  Defence. 
This  the  Nimpatanefe  laugh  at. 
They  place  all  their  Safety  in 
Land-forces,  which  are  Rationed  in 
every  Part  of  the  Coaft  where  they 
wait  for  an  Enemy,  which  they 
might  prevent  if  they  pleafed  by 
maintaining  a  Fleet  at  Sea. 

The  Metropolis  of  A hmpatan  is 
called  Kelfo.  Nothing  difcovers 
the  Genius  of  a  People  more  than 
their  Building.  Their  Streets  are 
narrow,  and  Houfes  fo  crouded, 
that  it  is  ufual  for  twenty  or  thirty 

Perfons 
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Perfons  to  live  in  the  Space  of  five 
Yards  fquare,  whence,  in  Times 
of  Peftilence  and  Fire,  infinite 
Numbers  periffi.  The  grand  Coun- 
cil-houfe  is  mean  below  Criticifm ; 
and  their  other  publick  Edifices  are 
generally  clumfy,  heavy  Things, 
without  Taffe  or  Convenience. 
The  Emperor’s  Palace  is  an  irregu¬ 
lar  Heap  of  low  dirty  Buildings,  in- 
ferior  to  the  Offices  of  the  Palaces 

of  many  private  Noblemen  in  Eu¬ 
rope. 

I  contracted  an  Intimacy  with 
an  Officer,  in  the  Emperor’s  Apart¬ 
ments,  named  Tirhka.  His  Tafte 
was  more  refined,  and  Underftand- 
ing  more  acute,  than  is  commonly 
met  with  in  Nimpatan.  What 
gave  me  the  higheff  Opinion  of 

him, 
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him,  was,  I  difcovered  him  infi¬ 
nitely  generous;  fo  that  when  I 
llic w'cd  lum  my  Idol,  I  fcarce  per¬ 
ceived  any  Diminution  of  it. 

Before  I  could  appear  at  Court 
it  was  necefiary  to  be  furnifhed 
With  a  fuitable  Garb  :  My  good 
Friend  fent  me  one  inhigheftMode; 
but  it  was  fome  Time  before  I 
could  endure  it.  To  deferibe  it  is 
difficult.  I  may  convey  fome  Idea 
to  the  Reader,  however,  of  my 
Drefs,  to  fay,  that  a  Sort  of  Vert, 
which  covered  all  the  Body,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Head  and  Hands,  made 
of  Silk,  was  firfi:  put  on.  This 
was  faflened  by  Ligatures  round 
the  Inllep,  the  Hams,  the  W aift, 
the  Neck,  the  Arms,  the  Wrifts, 
all  which  the  Fafhion  requiring  to 

be 
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be  as  tight  as  could  be  endured, 
made  me  very  ungain  and  fliff  •  and 
my  ufual  Circulation  being  flopped, 
I  was  at  firfl  greatly  indifpofed. 
Over  this  was  thrown  a  loofer  Kind 
of  Garment.  My  Hair  and  Beard 
were  cut  off,  and  I  was  obliged  to 
cover  my  Head  with  a  Cap  of 
Network,  on  which  was  fown  a 
monflrous  Quantity  of  Hair  unlike 
mine  in  Colour,  and  the  Difpofi- 
tion  of  the  Curls  bearing  no  Re- 
femblance  to  any  Animal’s  Hair 
on  the  Face  of  the  Earth. 

The  Drefs  of  the  W omen  was 
more  abfurd  flill.  It  totally  de- 
flroyed  the  Figure  of  their  Species, 
for,  inflead  of  the  delicate  Figure  of 
Woman,  it  prefented  the  Spectator 
with  a  monflrous  Form  unknown 


to 
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to  Nature  ;  the  Face  was  covered 
with  a  red  Fucus,  the  N  eck  loaded 
with  a  Quantity  of  ridiculous  Or¬ 
naments,  the  Breafts  fqueezed  flat 
with  a  Kind  of  Coat  of  Mail  drag’d 
clofe  with  the  utmoft  Violence, 
die  Hips  fhooting  forth  of  each 
Side  for  feveral  Y ards ;  fo  that  the 
whole  Sex  refembled  a  great  Bell 
with  a  long  flat  Handle  to  it. 

I  had  juft  reconciled  myfelf  to 
my  Cloaths,  when  one  Morning, 
j Tirhka  invited  me  to  fee  a  Cere¬ 
mony  which  is  performed  annually 
in  the  Prefence  of  his  imperial 
Highnefs,  and  which,  he  told  me, 
would  not  only  afford  me  Pleafure, 
but  give  me  an  Opportunity  of  fee¬ 
ing  the  moft  illuftrious  Perfons  in 
the  Ifland. 

I  at- 
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I  attended  him  to  a  large  Court, 
the  Area  of  which  was  paved  with 
Marble.  The  Buildings  round 
were  loaded  with  Galleries,  covered 
with  T apeltry  for  the  Spectators. 
My  Friend  had  got  a  convenient 
Place  for  me  in  one  of  thefe.  Soon 
after  his  imperial  Majefty  appeared 
with  his  Guards  and  Nobles,  and 
feated  himfelf  on  a  Throne  under 
a  magnificent  Pavilion.  His  High- 
nefs  was  of  a  middle  Stature,  his 
AfpeCt  melancholy,  and  of  the  Span- 
ijh  Call ;  but  I  was  afterwards  in¬ 
formed,  that  this  Look  was  only 
peculiar  to  his  Highnefs  upon  this 
Occafion,  at  other  Times  being 
chearful  enough. 

In  a  little  Time  entered  the 
Treafurer  Gribbelino.  He  was  dif- 

E  guifed 
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guifed  by  a  Load  of  Drefs  peculiar 
to  the  Ceremony ;  but  I  knew  him 
by  a  certain  Aukwardnels  in  his 
Gait.  He  walked  with  a  flow  Pace, 
bowing  every  Step,  and  fmiling  on 
the  Company.  He  was  fcarce  ad¬ 
vanced  halfWay,  whenaNumberof 
People,  with  Balkets  in  their  Hands 
filled  with  Ordure  of  all  Kinds,  ap¬ 
proached.  Gribbehno  trembled  and 
looked  pale.  They  firft  began  with 
venting  a  thoufand  Reproaches, 
and  iuch  a  Torrent  of  ill  Language 
as  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Chro¬ 
nicles  of  Bilhngfgate.  When  they 
had  worked  themfelves  into  a  Fury, 
they  diicharged  the  Contents  of 
their  feveral  Ba/kets  at  Gribbelho. 
The  Treafurer  immediately  took 
to  his  Heels  :  His  Enemies  purfue  :

The  Clamour  increafes :  Dirt  flies 
on  all  Sides :  Gribbelino  exerts  all 
his  Agility  :  Some  flicks  on  his 
Cloaths,  and  fome  he  efcapes.  In 
the  Confufion  Gribbelino  pulls  fome 
Scraps  of  Paper  out  of  his  Pocket, 
and  throws  them  amongft  his  Pur- 
fuers.  All  who  pick  them  up  im¬ 
mediately  throw  away  their  Bas¬ 
kets,  and  embrace  Gribbelino .  By 
this  means,  he  foon  has  a  Majority. 
A  general  Battle  enfues.  The  im¬ 
perial  Features  are  ftrongly  marked 
with  Concern  and  Diipleafure. 
Mutual  Accufations,  Hatred,  and 
private  Interefl:  appear  on  all  Sides. 
At  length  both  Parties,  weakened 
and  wearied,  flop  their  Rage  by 
Confent. 

E  2 
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Gribbelino ,  having  recovered  his 
Breath,  marched  up  to  the  imperial 
Throne,  where  he  made  an  Ha¬ 
rangue  upon  his  Majefty’s  Igno¬ 
rance  of  Government,  his  mean 
Defcent,  and  many  other  Scurrili¬ 
ties  ;  he  then  took  his  Highnefs  by 
the  Nofe,  and  endeavoured  to  lift 
him  from  his  Seat.  This  Ceremony 
ended,  he  returned  to  the  Croud 
in  the  Area ;  from  whom  he  col- 

'  t 

Iccled  feveral  Loads  of  Paper,  all 
which  he  threw  in  his  Majefty’s 
Lap,  which  concluded  the  Shew. 

In  vain  I  endeavoured  to  trace 
out  the  Origin  of  this  extraordinary 
Cuftom :  Thofe  who  defended  it, 
faid,  it  was  an  Emblem  of  the  Li¬ 
berty  of  the  antient  Nimpatanefe , 
inftituted  to  preferve  them  from 

the 
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the  Tyranny  of  their  Princes  ;  the 
other  Side  affirmed,  that  the  Ten¬ 
dency  of  a  Cuftom  to  Anarchy 
ought  to  be  deemed  a  Reafon  for 
aboliffiing  it.  It  is  true,  the  four 
preceding  Emperors  of  Nmpatan 
endeavoured  to  abolifh  a  Guftom 
io  derogatory  to  their  Dignity  ;  but 
the  popular  Prejudice  in  its  Favour 

has  been  fo  ftrong,  that  it  is  Rill 
kept  up.

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C  H  A  P.  VIII. 

'The  Author  s  Audience  of  the  Trea- 
furer  Gribbelino  ;  of  Service  to 
him ;  explains  the  Ninipatan  Go~ 
vernment , 

Within  a  few  Days  after  this 
Event,  I  received  a  Mef- 
fage  from  Gribbelino,  deiiring  me 
to  repair  immediately  to  him.  I 
obeyed.  The  Treafurer  no  fooner 
faw  me,  but  he  threw  his  Arms 
about  me,  crying,  My  dear  Friend, 
I  am  undone.  You  poflefs  the 
God  of  Nimpatan  he  mu  ft  affift 
me,  or  I  perilh. 

The  whole  Scheme  of  Power  in 
this  Ifland,  continues  he,  is  reduced 

to 
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to  a  few  Principles.  The  People 
fend  Reprefentatives  to  the  great 
Council  of  the  Nation.  This  is 
done  very  unequally,  no  Regard 
being  paid  to  the  Number  of  People 
or  Extent  of  Ground,  but  to  cer¬ 
tain  Cuftoms,  which  throw  the 
Elections  into  a  very  few  Hands. 
Thefe  People  are  zealous  Worfhip- 
pers  of  Cralhlah ,  and  by  that  Deity 
we  bring  our  Purpofes  to  Perfection. 
Here,  continued  he,  is  the  Speech, 
which  I  defign  his  imperial  Ma¬ 
jesty  fhall  fpeak,  when  he  meets 
his  Council ;  and  this  is  the  An- 
fwer  which  I  propofe  they  fhall 
make,  with  his  Highnefs’s  Reply. 
Now  the  Secretary  RoJJillon ,  jealous 
of  my  Power,  defigns  to  oppofe 
this  Speech,  and  to  remove  me  by 

E  4  accufing 


accufing  me  of  various  Crimes. 
The  Sentiments  of  the  People  ,  in 
this  Cafe,  are  of  no  Importance,  be- 
caufe  not  confulted.  My  Bulinefs 
is  to  fecure  a  Majority  in  the  great 
Council,  and  that  is  to  be  brought 
to  pafs,  by  the  Affiftance  of  that 
T reafure  which  you  are  Mailer  of. 

He  ceafed  ipeaking.  Upon  which 
1  replied,  that  he  need  not  doubt 
of  his  Superiority,  if  in  my  Power 
to  accomplilh  it,  and  that  he  Ihould 
fend  his  Opponents  to  me. 

He  redoubled  his  Expreffions  of 
Gratitude  and  Affedlion  at  my  An- 
fwer. 

I  had  long  delired  to  have  an 
Inlight  into  the  Policy  of  thefe 
People,  and  thought  this  Oppor¬ 
tunity  favourable.  The  Treafurer, 

being 
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being  relieved  from  his  Anxiety, 
feemed  difpofed  to  indulge  me 
with  a  long  Audience. 

The  Syftem  of  Nimpatan  is  fo  op- 
pofite  to  the  Opinions  prevalent  in 
Europe ,  that  I  may  pofiibly  feem 
guilty  of  that  Infirmity  common 
to  Travellers,  whilft  I  defcribe  it. 

- But  it  was  always  my  Cuflom, 

every  Night,  to  make  Memoran¬ 
dums  of  all  Things  remarkable 
which  had  occurred  in  the  Day ; 
fo  that  I  can  depend  better  upon 
my  Papers,  as  Things  noted  in 
them  were  then  fo  frefh  in  my  Me¬ 
mory. 

Accordingly,  therefore,  I  be??ed 
of  Gnbbehno  to  vouchfafe  me  an 
Account  of  the  Government  of 
Ni inpat i an  j  becaule  its  Principles 

h  5  appeared 
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appeared  fo  oppofite  to  the  few  Ideas 
I  had  acquired  by  Reafon  or  Ob- 
fervation,  that  it  was  incomprehen- 
lible  to  my  Underftanding.  Upon 
this  Account,  if  ever  I  returned  to 
Europe ,  a  Relation  of  a  People  fo 
extraordinary  would  certainly  en¬ 
gage  my  Countrymen’s  Attention, 
who  are  ever  delighted  with  ftrange 
Accounts  of  other  Countries,  and 
purchafe  no  Books  more  than 
thofe  upon  fuch  Subjects :  That  if 
my  Adventures  carried  an  Appea¬ 
rance  of  Fi&ion,  they  were  fure  of 
having  a  quick  Sale ;  for  though 
I  fhould  ever  pay  the  ftri£teft  Re¬ 
gard  to  Truth,  yet,  the  Truths  I 
fhould  relate,  happening  to  prove  fo 
wonderful,  as  to  reafonably  pafsfor 
Falfhoods,  this  Circumftance  in¬ 
duced 
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duced  me  to  be  more  preffing  in 
of  Information. 

My  dear  Countrymen  will  par¬ 
don  my  Freedom  ;  but  I  am  deter¬ 
mined  to  Ipeak  the  Truth  with  In¬ 
difference,  whether  it  is  favourable 
to  me  or  not.  All  I  contend  for  is, 
that  the  Truths  I  relate  are  as  fur- 
prifing  as  the  Fidtions  which  are 
all  the  reigning  T afire  ;  fo  that 
whilft  my  Countrymen  read,  they 
are  charmed  with  all  the  Beauties 
of  Romance,  and  when  they  throw 
the  Book  afide,  can  yet  enjov  the 
Reflection,  that - all  this  is  true. 

This  Digreflion  will  merit  Ex- 
cufe,  I  hope. 

The  fundamental  Maxim  of 
Nimpatan ,  faid  Gribbehno ,  is,  that 
every  Adtion  of  Mankind  is  go- 

E  6  veined 
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verned  by  Advantage;  for  this 
Reafon  we  worfhip  the  Deity  Cral- 
Itlah.  What  is  called  Government 
in  this  Place  is  not  the  Intereft  of 
the  whole,  but  of  a  Part.  We 
confider  the  People  as  a  Horfe, 
and  the  Ufe  of  the  Rein  as  a 
Guide  to  condudt  them  where  our 
Pleafure  calls.  The  above  Maxim 
no  where  is  more  vifible  than  in 
thofe  who  are  neareft  the  imperial 
Throne.  The  End  we  propofe 
is  Riches  and  Power,  aggrandizing 
ourfelves  and  Families.  Now  the 
Misfortune  is,  that  there  are  Mil¬ 
lions  who  have  the  fame  End  in 
View,  and  not  having  the  Power, 
have  befides  a  bitter  Envy.  Here 
it  is,  that  all  our  Skill  and  Addrefs 
are  necelfary,  and  thofe  Arts  are 

requi- 
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requifite  which  conftitute  the  Wif- 
dom  of  our  Government. 

There  are  only  three  Principles, 
which  we  lay  down  as  the  Rule 
of  our  Conduct  in  this  Relpedt. 

The  firft  is,  To  extend  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Dependence .  This  is 
done  by  Multiplication  of  civil  and 
military  Polls ;  by  Monopolies,  by 
wealthy  Combinations,  by  increaf- 
ing  the  Officers  of  the  Revenue ; 
for  the  greater  the  Number  of 
Prizes  the  more  will  be  the  Adven¬ 
turers  in  a  Lottery.  But  Poverty 
is  neceffiary  to  make  thefe  lucrative 
Places  more  defirable.  We  there¬ 
fore  affix  the  greatell:  Scandal  and 
Misfortune  on  Poverty.  We  teach 
the  Nimpatanefe  to  defpife  the  Poor, 
to  Ihun  their  Company,  to  difre- 

gard 
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gard  Birth,  Virtue,  Merit,  every 
Thing,  in  this  Refpedt.  All  Men 
therefore  here,  coniider  Poverty  as 
the  greateft  Evil.  On  the  other 
Hand  we  promote  Luxury,  en¬ 
courage  Diveriions,  Pleafures,  and 

O 

Entertainments,  becaufe  they  pro¬ 
duce  this  Evil,  and  create  Depen¬ 
dence.  At  the  fame  Time  we 
borrow  all  we  can,  efteeming  the 
Increafe  of  our  Debts  the  Increafe 
of  Security. 

The  fecond  Principle,  Is  to  di¬ 
vide  and  govern.  It  is  impoffible 
to  give  you  an  Idea  of  the  Tenets 
avowed  by  the  two  Parties  which 
compofe  our  Nation,  becaufe  they 
change  them  every  Hour.  Let  it 
fuffice  to  obferve  to  you  on  this 

Head,  that  it  is'  a  Handing  Rule, 

that 
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that  the  Party  which  has  the  Su¬ 
periority  is  always  in  the  right,  and 
that  the  Standard  of  Truth,  Juftice, 
and  Equity,  is  Majority.  In  the 
next  Place,  no  Regard  to  Merit, 
Birth,  Talents,  Virtue,  is  ever  paid. 
The  only  Queftion  we  afk,  is,  what 
Party  does  he  efpoufe  ?  If  a  Friend, 
he  is  qualified  for  every  Thing. 
Laftly,  we  propagate  a  Spirit  of  what 
we  call  Party-Honour  ;  fo  that,  if 
in  this  Question,  Whether  white  is 
black  ?  The  Partv-Anfwer  is  Yes, 
every  Man  of  that  Party,  in  Honour, 
is  obliged  to  fay  Y es  too.  Indeed  our 
common  Method  is  this,  when  any 
Point  is  put  to  the  Queftion,  we 
fend  each  Partifan  the  proper  An- 
fwer  wrote  on  a  Scrap  of  Paper, 
which  he  gives  implicitly.  This 
‘  i'b  •'  1 
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is  a  fure  Way,  befides  the  lead: 
Trouble  to  our  Friends. 

This  Syftem  has  been  warmly 
oppofed  by  thofe  who  poffefs  the 
Lands  of  this  Ifland  >  but  to  {hew 
our  Contempt  of  them,  we  eredted 
an  Intereft  in  Oppofition,  which 
we  called  the  Paper-Intereft.  That 
is,  we  affixed  an  imaginary  Value, 
to  certain  Pieces  of  Paper,  founded 
upon  Credit  for  Time ;  of  which 
Pieces  of  Paper  a  Number  was 
circulated  equal  to  the  real  Value 
of  the  Lands.  The  whole  was 
incorporated  into  one  Stock,  the 
Management  of  which  depended 
upon  the  Majority  of  Property  in- 
that  Stock,  which  Majority  you 


may  be  certain  we  always  kept  in 
our  Hands  >  fo  that  now  they  are 
pretty  quiet.  The 
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The  third  Principle  is,  If  any  re¬ 
fill  the  above  Arguments ,  to  ufe  fuch 
as  Power  puts  in  your  Hands.  Thofe 
Places  vvhofe  Inhabitants  prefume  to 
think  contrary  to  us,  experience  our 
Refentmentin  feveral  Ways.  Some¬ 
times  we  quarter  a  large  Body  of 
the  imperial  Troops  upon  them, 
whofe  Confumption  creates  a  Scar¬ 
city  and  Dearnefs  of  Neceflaries. 
We  likewife  order  the  Gatherers 
of  the  Cuftoms  and  Imports  to  give 
them  all  the  Trouble  they  poffibly 
can.  We  banilh  them  from  all 
Hopes  of  Preferment ;  we  repre- 
fent  them  as  dangerous  Perfons, 
deteftable  in  the  Eyes  of  all  Men. 

Here  he  paufed.  I  muft  this  In- 
ftant,  faid  he,  repair  to  his  High- 
nefs.  I  will  rtep  and  fetch  you  a 

Paper, 
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Paper,  which  contains  the  whole 
Policy  of  JSfimpatan.  Conceal  it 
whilll  you  refide  here ;  when  you 
return  to  Europe ,  make  it  publick. 
Next  to  Power  give  me  Fame.  I 
promifed  Obedience,  and  then  he 
withdrew.

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Treasures  :  They  are,  in  a  Word, 
the  Admiration  of  Mankind,  ca¬ 
re  fled,  and  beloved  in  every  Place. 
He  was  interrupted  here  by  an  odd

old  Man,  whofe  Cloaths  were  all  in 
T atters,  and  whofe  Afpedt  feemed 
meagre,  and  pinched  with  Want.

Suppreffion  of  Urine ;  a  copious 
Draught  of  a  ftrong  fpirituous  Wa¬ 
ter,  with  ten  Repetaturs,  gave  her 
Relief,  and  this  Urinal  received 
the  Caufe  of  her  Difeafe :  Upon 
emptying  it,  the  Phyficians  were 
furprifed  with  an  aduft,  rancid  Mat¬ 
ter,  copioufty  adhering  to  the  Sides 
of  the  Glafs,  which  upon  a  nicer 
Examination,  and  from  the  Colour, 
feemed  to  be  a  ftrong  alkaline  Pow¬ 
der,  fecreted  from  the  Blood.  This 
extraordinary  Phenomenon  occa¬ 
sioned  its  appearing  here  ;  examine 
it :  Upon  this  I  took  it  in  my  Hand, 

but 
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but  being  ignorant  of  fuch  Matters, 
I  could  fee  nothing  but  a  Sediment, 
very  common  in  thofe  VelTels,  fo 
returned  the  Urinal  to  the  Sage.

Leffons,  by  which  I  may  inftrudt 
him  to  fet  himfelf  at  Liberty  again ; 
to  regulate  his  Paffions,  and  reve¬ 
rence  the  Charms  of  Sobriety  and 
Virtue. 

Have  you  any  Memoirs  of  his 

Life  ?  they  mull  be  entertaining, 

replied  the  Sage  :  The  Public  love 

the  Lives  of  diffolute  Perfons ;  I 

fhould  be  glad  to  read  or  digeft 

them  into  Order. 

This  Evafion  convinced  me  of 

my  Miftake  ;  but  being  willing  to 
glean  as  much  Knowledge  as  pofTi- 
ble  in  my  Travels,  to  improve  my 
native  Country,  if  I  fhould  have 
the  good  Fortune  to  return  to  Eng¬ 
land,  I  begged  his  Advice  upon  a 
different  Occafion,  namely,  of  Capt. 

Clayton’s 
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Clayton’s  Eftate,  which  Iwas  certain 
Would  be  in  my  Pofleflion,  if  Law 
did  me  Juftice,  when  I  came 
home.  There  was  a  large  Field,  con¬ 
fiding  of  about  forty  Acres,  which 
ever  proved  infertile,  though  he 
had  tried  every  Method  to  remove 
the  Caufes  of  that  Infertility.  I 
begged,  therefore,  my  Philofopher, 
(after  relating  the  Cafe  very  clearly 
and  didindtly)  to  affift  me  with  his 
Advice.

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He  flopped  :  bowing,  I  replied.

Lives,  interrupted  the  Sage  haftily, 
of  whom  ?  Of  Whores,  returned  I, 
Bullies,  Rakes,  Ranters,  Roarers, 
Baltards,  and  Adulterers.  Does 
your  Nation  relifh  fuch  Lives?  re¬ 
joined  he.

What  Illudrations 
of  Morality  are  contained  in  them  ? 
They  are  a.  Kind  of  Medley,  I  re¬ 
plied,  confiding  of  Extracts  from 
.Books,  Edays,  Stories,  News,  Songs, 
Politicks,  Stocks,  Bankruptcies, 
&c.  They  mud  be  very  large-; — 
About  three  Sheets. - Happy  N ac¬ 

tion  !  thrice  cultivated  People,  cried 
the  Sage  :  Have  you  no  Produce  of 
the  Country,  no  Curiofity  worthy 
of  this  Temple  of  Science  ?  I  told; 
him,  that  being  diipwreck’d,  I  hadj 

G  4  only 
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only  faved  my  Waiftcoat  and 
Breeches  with  which  I  fwam  to 
Shoie.  It  is  the  Drefs  uied  in  your 
Country,  faid  the  Sage,  a  pretty 
Curioiity,  it  will  be  of  great  Ufe 
towards  forming  a  natural  Hiftory 
of  Europe  ;  may  I  requeft  it  of 
you  ?  Having  promifed  to  fend 
them,  he  defcended  with  us  into 
the  Area,  and  as  we  were  taking  our 
Leave,  Stop,  faid  he,  you  are  a 
Stranger,  and  live  in  a  remote  Part 
of  the  W orld  ;  I  have  made  a  Dif-

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who,  in  like  Circumftances,  have 
not  had  the  good  Fortune  to  efcape 
uninjured.  - 

I  had  now  been  Tome  Months  in 
Kelfo ,  during  which  Time  I  had 
been  flattered  with  the  Expectations 
of  the  Honour  of  being  introduced 
to  his  imperialMajeftyj  but  I  found 
fome  Pretence  or  other  always  frus¬ 
trating  that  Expectation.  My  Pa¬ 
tience  being  exhaufted,  I  was  re- 
lblved,  at  the  Hazard  of  the  impe¬ 
rial  Diipleafure,  to  attempt  a  Gra¬ 
tification  of  my  Curiofity.  In  this 
Affair  I  folely  depended  upon  my 
Gold,  promifing  myfelf  that  ufual 
Succefs,  which  I  met  with  from  its 
Influence.

With  this  Hope  I  went  one  Morn¬ 
ing  to  the  Palace;  could  I  have  form- 

ed 
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ed  the  leaft  Idea  of  this  Undertak¬ 
ing,  I  had  never  attempted  it.  Let 
me  a  flu  re  the  Reader,  that  I  was 
inceflantly  employed  for  three  and 
forty  Days,  in  obtaining  a  Sight  of 
his  Highnefs. 

This  will  appear  more  credible 
when  I  relate  the  Number  of  Offi¬ 
cers  in  the  Palace,  whofe  Leave 
was  neceffary,  before  I  approached 
the  Emperor :  Their  Number,  to 
the  belt  of  my  Memory,  was  four 
hundred  and  feventy-fix;  befides, 
it  is  the  Cuftom  of  that  People  to 
efteem  Difficulty  of  Accefs  as  a  To¬ 
ken  of  Dignity,  which  Difficulty 
increafes  as  the  Perfon’s  Rank  does. 
I  remember  that  I  was  five  Days 
and  four  Nights  obtaining  the  Sight 
of  Mur  zee,  who  is  the  Emperor’s 

Confident, 
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Confident,  and  near  eft  to  his  Per- 

fon.  My  Cuftom  was,  when  I  had 

gained  one  Door,  to  furnifh  myfelf 

with  Provifions  from  the  Perfon 

who  admitted  me,  which  I  bought 

at  an  extravagant  Rate.  I  flept 

upon  a  Carpet,  which  one  of  the 

Pages  was  fo  obliging  to  let  me 

have  for  ten  Times  the  Value,  when 

I  began  to  find  the  Length  of  my 

Undertaking.  I  was  obliged  to 

make  ufe  of  my  Gold  to  every  one 

of  thefe  Officers,  and  fo  great  was 

the  Sympathy  between  the  Metal 

and  their  Souls,  that  my  Talifman, 

when  I  came  before  his  Majefty, 

was  dwindled  to  the  Size  of  a  Goofe- 
Quill. 

-  When  Murzee  introduced  me  to 
his  Highnefs,  it  was  about  two 

Hours 
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Hours  after  Sun-rife;  he  was  alone, 
in  a  Kind  of  Saloon,  lying  upon  a 
Sofa  :  His  Perfon  was  rather  of  the 
tailed:  Size,  his  Features  delicate 
and  effeminate,  his  Drefs  plain  and 
fimple.  Having  proftrated  myfelf 
thrice,  according  to  the  Cuftom  of 
the  Country,  he  bad  me  rife,  and 
relate  the  Occafion  of  my  Audience^ 
In  as  few  Words  as  poflible  I  re¬ 
plied,  That  I  was  born  many  hun¬ 
dred  Leagues  from  Nimpatan ,  but 
Fortune  having  thrown  me  in  his 
Kingdom,  where  I  had  received 
fuch  Tokens  of  Goodnefs,  and  more 
efpecially  fuch  undeferved  Honours 
from  his  Majefty,  that  I  thought  it 
my  Duty  to  return  perfonal  Thanks, 
and  to  behold  that  imperial  Hand 
which  had  fhowered  down  fuch

r- 
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Bleffings  upon  me.  You  are  the 
wealthy  Stranger,  replied  his  Ma- 
jefty,  recommended  to  the  Order 
of  ■  Glumki,  by  my  Treafurer  Grib- 
b  eh  no?  The  fame,  I  replied.  From 
what  Part  of  the  World  are  you 
come  ?  faid  he  :  I  anfwered,  from 
an  Iiland  of  Europe ,  called  Great 
Britain ;  that  I  was  an  Englijhman , 
and  had  been  thrown  by  a  Storm 
upon  the  Coaft  of  Nimpatan.  He 
madenoReply,  but  turning  to Mur- 
zee,  I  propofe,  Mur  zee,  faid  he,  to 
have  fome  Converfe  with  thi^

CHAP.  XIII. 

‘ The  Authors  Behaviour  at  Court ; 
Difcourfe  with  the  Emperor  con¬ 
cerning  England ;  bis  Sketch  of 
Engliili  Hijlory  j  his  imperial 
Majejlys  Obfervations  upon  it. 

A  Courtier’s  Life  was  fo  oppo- 
fite  to  my  Way  of  Living 
and  Education  in  England ,  that  I 
prefently  conceived  an  Averfion  for 
it.  Every  Perfon  was  obliged  to 
move,  fpeak,  and  behave,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  certain  Tariffe  of  Polite- 
nefs  published  every  Year  at  Kelfo. 
To  this  Rule  all  Perfons  in  the 
Court  were  obliged  to  fubmit,  no 
Regard  being  paid  to  Difference  of 

Hu- 
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Humours  or  Difpofitions ;  which  to 
me  appeared  as  ridiculous  as  or¬ 
dering  all  Perfons  Shoes  to  be  made 
to  a  Lad:  of  the  fame  Size.  This 
was  obferved  with  Refpedl  to  Drefs, 
which  was  under  the  Direction  of 
one  of  the  mod:  eminent  among 
the  Emperor’s  Relations;  becaufe 

the  Pod  was  confidered  as  the  mod: 

* 

important  and  profitable  of  all 
others. 

Murzee  conduced  me  to  an 
Apartment,  where  I  was  fupplied 
with  every  Thing  neceffary  in  a 
magnificent  Manner.  But  an  Eng- 
lijh  Sailor,  the  Reader  will  con¬ 
clude,  mud:  make  a  very  fcurvy  Fi¬ 
gure,  in  fuch  a  Situation.  To  fay 
the  Truth,  I  became  foon  the  Jed: 
of  the  whole  Court.  The  very 

Dwarfs 
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Dwarfs  and  Pages  would  play  un¬ 
lucky  Tricks  with  me.  There 
was,  in  particular,  one  Thing  which 
afforded  great  Diverfion.  Being 
bred  to  Sea,  and  ufed  to  fay  Yes  or 
No,  when  I  meant  thofe  Anfwers, 
they  would  be  constantly  afking  me 
Questions,  for  the  Sake  of  making 
a  Jeff  of  me  :  For  the  Rules  of  the 
Court  require  you  to  fay  No,  when 
you  mean  Yes ;  and  Yes,  when 
you  mean  No.  But  I  foon  found 
out  the  Jeft,  and  ufed  to  lye  in  a 
little  Time  as  well  as  the  beft  of 
them.  There  was  another  Piece 
of  Politenefs,  which  I  confefs  I 

never  could  attain.  What  we  call 

♦ 

in  England  Promifes,  are  termed, 
in  the  imperial  Court,  Words  of 
Courfe ;  now  being  ufed  fo  long 

to 
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to  Tars,  who  are  in  general  as 
honeft  Fellows  as  any  in  the  World, 
for  the  Life  of  me,  I  could  never 
break  myfelf  to  this  Cuftom.  It 
is  rude  not  to  promife  every  Thing 
you  are  defired;  but  you  are  quite  un- 
polifhed,  even  to  think  of  perform¬ 
ing  it.  It  is  itill  more  polite,  if  you 
are  certain  that  the  Thing  promifed 
is  not,  nor  ever  will  be  in  your 
Power  to  perform.  I  knew  one 
who  was  elteemed  the  moft  finiih'd 
Courtier,  who,  having  privately  fold 
a  Place  in  Reveriion,  promifed  it 
gratis  to  fifty  different  Perfons. 
This  Politenefs  attracted  the  Ad¬ 
miration  of  the  whole  Court.  There 
was  another  odd  Practice  which  I 
cannot  omit,  and  that  is,  they  would 
fmile  in  my  Face,  and  fay  all  the  fine 

H  Things 


Things  in  the  World  to  me,  and 
the  Moment  they  left  me  they 
would  turn  all  they  had  faid  into 
Ridicule,  and  make  my  Peculiari¬ 
ties  the  Subjedt  of  their  Raillery. 
I  thought  it  was  very  difhoneft 
Ufage;  but  I  found  it  was  the  Cuf- 
tom  of  the  Country,  l'o  I  e’en,  as 
we  fay  in  England ,  made  the  bell 
of  a  bad  Market. 

I  was  in  fome  Pain  concerning 

O 

my  Stay,  and  the  Motives  which 
induced  his  Highnefs  to  command 
it.  I  tried  oiten  to  difcover  them  ; 
but  one  Day  I  had  one  Anfwer, 
and  the  next  another  ;  fo  that  there 
was  no  believing  a  Word  that  was 
faid.  To  fay  the  Truth,  I  fuf- 
pectcd  that  the  Report  of  my  Trea- 
fures  might  cccalion  it,  and  that  a 

Plan 
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Plan  was  forming  to  deftroy  me  for 
the  Sake  of  them,  which  made 
me  uneafy,  efpecially  when  I  knew 
that  my  Stock  was  fo  low :  But 
thefe  Sufpicions  were  injurious  to 
that  Prince. 

An  Officer  came  one  Morning, 
to  condudt  me  to  that  Monarch,  by 
his  exprefs  Command.  He  had 
been  indifpofed,  which  occafionei 
his  Delay  in  fending  for  me.  He 
was  in  his  Clofet  and  alone,  his 
Favourite  being  that  Morning  gone 
to  fee  a  Match  between  a  black 
and  a  white  Snail,  which  of  them 

crawled  ten  Yards  firft. - Great 

Sums  were  depending  upon  the 
Event  of  this  Race. 

I  was  embaraffed  greatly  when 
I  firft  entered  his  Highnefs’s  Clofet ; 

PI  2  but 
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but  the  foft  Condefcenfton  which 
he  affumed  prefently  compofed  me,  * 
and  restored  me  to  all  the  Prefence 
of  Mind  necelfary  upon  fuch  an 
Occafion. 

Having  commanded  me  to  fit 
down,  his  Highnefs  began  thus : 

I  have  long  defired  to  fee  an  Inha¬ 
bitant  of  thofe  immenfe  Conti¬ 
nents,  which  our  Writers  affirm 
fpread  themfelves  beyond  the  great 
Ocean.  Thou  fayeft  that  thou  art 
a  Native  of  thofe  Regions  ;  and, 
having  paffed  the  Ocean,  haft  been 
call  on  my  Dominions  by  a  Storm. 
They  maintain,  that  in  thofe  Coun¬ 
tries  are  fcveral  mighty  Empires 
and  Cities,  abounding  with  People, 
with  Arts  and  Sciences  cultivated 
feduloufly,  with  wife  Laws,  and 

every 
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every  Thing  neceflary  to  the  Life 
of  Man.  I  would  hear  from  thee, 
O  Stranger  !  a  Confirmation  of  the 
Truth  or  Falfhood  of  fuch  Rela- 
tions  ;  tell  me  therefore  what  Idea 
I  am  to  form  of  our  Hiftorians. 

Europe ,  I  replied,  is  a  Quarter 
of  the  Globe,  fuperior  to  the  reft 
in  Arts  and  Arms.  I  then  diftindl- 
ly  recounted  the  feveral  States  and 

m 

Governments  which  compofed  it ; 
their  chief  Towns,  Trade,  Genius, 
Religion  ;  all  which  Knowledge  I 
owed  to  Gordon  s  Grammar,  a  Book 
I  ufed  to  read  often.  I  concluded 
with  a  particular  Account  of  Great 
Britain . 

His  Highnefs  heard  me  with  ad¬ 
mirable  Patience  ;  and  when  I 
flopped,  replied,  I  think  that  you 

II  3  laid 
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laid  you  were  a  Native  of  the  laid 
mentioned  Place  ;  you  therefore 
nauft  know  thoroughly  the  Laws 
and  Government  of  that  Country, 
which  heard,  may  poffibly  afford 
fomething  ufeful  and  inftruftive. 
Though  different  Nations  obey 
Cuftotn,  rather  than  Reafon,  in 
their  refpedtive  Conftitutions,  which 
Cuftoms  arife  from  the  Paffions  of 
Mankind,  and  therefore  we  are 
doubly  prejudiced  in  their  Favour  ; 
yet  it  is  Virtue  to  lifte.n  to,  and 


Wifdom  to  improve  by  tire  Ufages 
or  other  Nations  5  to  examine  their 


InIVitutions,  and  to  reform  orlhun 
Abufes  by  our  Reflections  upon 


them. 

He  waited  for  my  Reply.  To 
fay  the  Truth,  I  was  aground. 

Politicks 
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Politicks  were  out  of  my  Latitude. 

I  was  unwilling  to  injure  my  Coun¬ 
try  by  mifrepre fenting  it ;  and  yet 
Silence,  I  thought,  would  have 
been  a  Sign  of  Ignorance  in  me, 
or  of  Unworthinefs  in  the  Subjeit 
I  was  required  to  fpeak  to.  By 
good  Fortune,  I  had  been  reading 
Baker s  Chronicle  at  Capt.  Claytons 
before  this  Voyage;  and  befides  I 
was  very  well  verfed  in  thofe  ex¬ 
cellent  Debates  publilhed  in  the 
Mazagines.  For  ufing  to  frequent 
the  Coffee-  Houfes  when  afhore,  I 
was  obliged  to  qualify  myfelf  for 
the  Company  I  often  met  there, 
who  ufed  to  examine  the  Conduit 
of  the  Minifhy,  the  Application  of 
the  publick  Money,  the  State  of 
the  Constitution,  and  fuch  like  pa¬ 
id  4  triot 
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triot  Topicks,  with  as  much  Zeal 
as  if  the  Nation’s  Fate  depended  on 
their  Decilions.  It  ferved  as  an 
Amufement  then  ;  but  when  I  was 
to  explain  thefe  Things  to  a  mighty 
Monarch,  I  trembled. 

I  began  with  giving  his  High- 
nefs  an  Account,  as  clear  as  I  could, 
of  our  national  Hiftory. 

'  Britain ,  I  faid,  was  originally 
inhabited  by  a  favage  People,  di¬ 
vided  into  many  petty  States.  War 
and  Hunting  were  the  principal 
Objedts  of  their  Purfuits.  Their 
Manner  of  Life  was  the  limpid!  in 
the  World,  and  the  chiefeft  Au¬ 
thority  was  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Druids.  It  is  uncertain  how  long 
the  Britons  lived  thus.  About  fe- 
ventcen  Centuries  ago,  the  Romans, 

a  N  a- 
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a  Nation  at  that  Time  Mailers  of 
the  World,  invaded  Britain. 

But  the  Roman  Valour  and  Ex¬ 
perience  would  fcarcely  have  fub- 
dued  the  Britijh  Courage  on  that 
Occafion,  if  the  Roman  Policy  had 
not  been  fuperior  to  their  Valour. 
The  Britons  refilled,  in  a  Manner 
unarmed,  the  Romans  for  two 
hundred  Years,  with  various  Sue- 

#  •  V  ' 

cefs  ;  but  at  length  the  Romans,  in¬ 
troducing  Rapine,  Luxury,  and 
Corruption,  obliging  the  Youth  to 
enlill  in  their  Legions,  and  lending 
them  abroad,  cherilhing  Divifions, 
and  introducing  their  Form  of  Go¬ 
vernment,  fubdued  the  fimple,  ig¬ 
norant  Natives  of  Britain . 

Two  Centuries  more  elapfed, 
when  the  Britons  were  lb  dege- 

O 

H  5  iterated. 
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nerated,  that  thofe  Men,  whole 
Anceftors  had  fubdued  often  the 
braved;  People  in  the  World, 
dreaded  the  Inroads  of  a  barbai'ous 
People  in  the  northern  Part  of  the 
Iiland.  Lewdnefs,  Cruelty,  and 
Difiimulation ;  Pride,  Envy,  and 
Drunkennefs ;  Party-Rage,  Lux¬ 
ury,  and  Corruption,  at  that  Time 
raged  in  the  civil  and  religious  Go¬ 
vernment  of  Britain. 

The  Britons,  under  the  Domi¬ 
nion  of  a  weak  and  wicked  Prince 
applied  to  the  Saxons  for  AiTiilance. 
Thefe Foreigners,  a  warlike  People, 
arrived  in  Britain  as  Allies,  but  in 
the  End  became  Mailers.  They 
expelled  the  Natives,  introduced 
their  Policy,  and  divided  the  Ifland 
into  feven  Governments.  This 

Hep- 
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Heptarchy,  having  lafted  almoft 
four  hundred  Years,  came  under 
the  Dominion  of  one. 

That  Monarchy  fubfifled  under 
Princes  of  various  Nations  for  two 
hundred  Years,  when  Luxury  and 
Corruption  in  the  Laity,  Ignorance 
and  Lazinefs  in  the  Clergy,  when 
a  total  Contempt  of  divine  and  hu¬ 
man  Laws,  when  Oppreffion  of 
every  Kind  again  appeared  in  Bri - 
tain.  This  invited  the  Normans , 
a  fmall  but  valiant  People,  who 
made  a  Conqueft  of  the  Englijh  at 
one  Battle,  killed  their  King,  al¬ 
tered  their  Government,  treated  the 
Vanquifhed  with  every  Kind  of 
Severity  and  Cruelty ;  fo  that  from 

I 

Liberty  and  Plenty  they  fell  into 

II  6  '  the 
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the  moft  wretched  Servitude  and 
Diftrefs, 

The  Englijh  felt  thefe  Miferies 
for  two  Centuries,  when  one  of 
their  Monarchs,  feizing  the  Crown 
unjuftly,  and  oppofing  the  fuper- 
ftitious  Spirit  of  thofe  Times,  gave 
them  an  Opportunity  to  eftablifli 
their  Liberties,  by  a  facred  and 
invaluable  Charter,  which  is  pre- 
ferved  inviolable  (though  many 
Times  attacked)  to  this  Day. 

The  two  fucceeding  Centuries 
beheld  the  Englijh  Sceptre  chiefly 
in  the  Hands  of  Princes  of  their 
own  Nation.  During  this  Period, 
the  Balance  of  Power  was  de- 
ffroyed  by  the  Nobility,  the  Refult 
of  which  was  a  long  Train  of  civil 
Wars :  For  two  Families  (of  York 

2  and 
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and  Lancafier)  claiming  the  Crown 
of  England ,  fupported  their  Pre- 
tenfions  with  various  Succefs,  till 
the  contending  Houfes  were  united 
by  the  Marriage  of  Henry  of  Lan¬ 
caster  and  Elizabeth  of  Tcrk.  Thefe 
Wars,  joined  to  the  Humour  of 
making  French  Excurfions,  created 
a  military  Spirit  fo  that  the  Englijh 
in  thofe  Days  were  a  Nation  of 
Soldiers. 

This  Prince  made  it  his  princi¬ 
pal  Bufinefs  to  deftroy  the  Power 
of  the  Nobility,  which  he  efte<fted. 
His  Succefl'or,  finding  the  Current 
of  Power  running  into  the  Channel 
of  the  Ecclefiafticks,  and  being 

1  O 

thwarted  and  deceived  by  tire 
Church  of  Rome ,  abolished  the  Re¬ 
ligion  then  eftablilhed ;  which  great 

Event 
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Event  is  one  of  the  noted  Periods  of 
our  Hiftory,  called  the  Reforma¬ 
tion. 

The  two  next  Reigns  were  taken 
up  with  religious  Struggles;  but 
the  Accefion  of  Elizabeth  and  her 
long  Government  entirely  turned 
the  Scale  in  Favour  of  the  Re¬ 
formers.  The  Power  infenfibly 
fell  into  the  Hands  of  the  Com¬ 
mons  ;  the  Genius  of  the  Nation 
was  totally  changed  ;  we  were  no 
longer  a  martial,  but  mercantile 
People  ;  we  placed  our  Defence  in 
a  Navy,  which  Step  preferved  us 
from  the  moft  formidable  Invafion 
ever  menacing  our  Wand. 

This  wife  Princefs  dying  unmar¬ 
ried,  the  Crown  devolved  upon 
another  Family :  The  Objeffc  of 

whole 
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whofe  Government  was,  to  recover 
the  Power  out  of  the  Commons, 
and  to  render  the  Sovereign  abfo- 
lute.  Greater  was  the  Struggle 
for  this  Point,  than  any  known  in 
our  Hiftory;  one  Prince  of  this  Fa¬ 
mily  died  by  the  Executioner,  a  fe- 
cond  was  banifhed,  and  a  third  o- 

t 

bliged  to  fly  and  make  a  formal 
Abdication  of  his  Kingdom.  Civil 
Wars,  Party  Madnefs,  Injuftice, 
Rapine,  Luxury,  Profanenefs,  Hy- 
pocrify,  and  Licentioufnefs  of  all 
Kinds,  mark  this  /Era. 

The  Englij ft  then  invited  a  fo¬ 
reign  Prince  to  govern  them,  which 
Revolution  makes  another  remark¬ 
able  Period  in  our  Hiftory.  The 
Liberties  of  the  Subject,  and  Prero¬ 
gative  of  the  Prince,  were  then 


more 
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more  plainly  afcertained ;  Property 
was  fecured,  and  different  Princi¬ 
ples  of  Government  were  intro¬ 
duced. 

But  thefeBleffings  were  not  able 
to  extinguifh  the  Fire  of  Party  : 
ThePrincipl  es  introduced  had  fmall 
Inconveniencies,  which  not  being: 

O 

timely  attended  to,  became  dange¬ 
rous  Evils.  The  principal  Objedt 
of  Attention  became  a  partial  Re¬ 
gard  to  Succeffion,  till,  infenlibly, 
the  Balance  of  Power  was  deftroyed, 
the  mercantile  Genius  of  Elizabeth’s 
Days  was  depreffed,  the  martial 
Spirit  ot  the  Henries  and  Edwards 
Days  was  degenerated,  Indolence 
andCarelefsnefs,  Infenfibility  to  the 
public  Good,  Fadtion  in  Politics, 
Luxury  in  Manners,  and  Profane- 

nefs 
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nefs  in  Religion,  foreboded  a  cer¬ 
tain  Tendency  to  univerfal  Anarchy 
and  Diflolution. 

Sailors  are  better  Proficients  in 
Navigation  than  Hiftory.  I  fhould 
not,  therefore,  have  troubled  my 
Reader,  with  a  Sketch  of  Events 
known  to  all  the  World,  had  I  not 
been  unwilling  to  leave  outhisHigh- 
nefs’s  Remarks  uponwhatl  obferved 
to  him ;  and  I  thought,  relating  his 
Remarks,  and  omitting;  theOccafion 

3  O 

of  them,  would  caufe  their  being 

mifunderftood,  or  dertroy  theClear- 

* 

nefs  and  Perfpicuity  of  them. 

I  was  obliged  to  ufe  many  Cir¬ 
cumlocutions,  and  to  define  feveral/ 
Articles,  of  which  this  Prince  could 
poflibly  have  no  Idea  ;  but  when  I 
had  finifhed,  he  fmiled,  and  replied, 

Your 
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Your  Account  of  Europe ,  and  Hi- 
ftory  of  Britain ,  gives  me  a  bad 
Opinion  of  Mankind,  and  particu¬ 
larly  of  your  Country  :  This  quite 
difconcerted  me.  I  fecretly  curled 
the  Pamphlets  and  Magazines  for 
milleading  me,  andwilhed  I  had  ne¬ 
ver  looked  into  any  of  them.  I  find, 
continued  his  Plighnefs,  your  Ifland 
was  more  brave  and  virtuous  in  its 
favage,  than  in  its  civilized  State. 
The  Air  of  Britain  furely  breathes 
DilTention.  The  four  Revolutions 
which  you  have  mentioned,  all  fuc- 
ceeded  rather  by  inteftine  Faction 
in  the  Vanquished,  than  Bravery  in 
the  Victor ;  but  I  obfervc,  that  you 
faid  the  Saxons  were  invited  over  ; 
had  the  Emperor  of  Britain  no 

Subjects 
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Subjeds  of  his  own  to  rely  on  ?  I 
anfwered  in  the  Affirmative  :  Why 
then,  faid  his  Highnefs,  did  he  not 
arm  them  ?  I  faid,  becaufe  Vorti- 
vern  knew  that  he  defiened  to  en-

(lave  his  Subjeds  ;  he  therefore 
could  rely  on  them  no  longer  than 
he  concealed  his  Defigns  :  Accord¬ 
ingly  he  chofe  foreign  Inftrumcnts, 
who,  in  the  End,  deprived  him  of 
his  Kingdom. 

Your  Emperor,  faid  he,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  then  very  careful  to  banilh 
Luxury,  to  heal  Divisions,  to  re¬ 
move  Corruption  5  for  by  your  Ac¬ 
counts,  thofe  fatal  Enemies  to  King¬ 
doms,  occafioned  thofe  Invafions, 
Conquefb  and  Revolutions,  which 
have  happened  in  your  Itland.  He 
is,  no  doubt,  very  exad  with  Re¬ 
gard

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gard  to  the  Morals  and  Integrity  of 
his  Minifters,  and  Induftry  of  his 
Subjects  ?  he  encourages  the  Sci¬ 
ences,  and  loves  learned  Men  ?  No 
Prince  in  the  World  more,  cried  I 
in  hafte,  but,  in  our  Country,  the 
Laws  made  to  defend  us  from  a 
bad,  cramp  the  Hands  of  a  good 
Kin? :  He  cannot  do  as  he  would, 

O 

but  as  the  Laws  diredt.  What  are 
thofe  Laws  ?  replied  the  Monarch 
of  N imp  a  tan.  It  is  impofiible,  I 
faid,  to  repeat  them  :  Be  allured, 
that  they  are  the  moft  excellent  in 
the  World;  and  notwithftanding 
th  is,  they  are  fo  numerous  as  to  fill 
one  hundred  and  fifty  large  Vo¬ 
lumes  in  Folio.  He  interrupted 
me.  In  corrupt  Commonwealths 
we  always  find  moft  Laws,  becaufe 

moft 
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moldOccafion  for  them;  but  we  al¬ 
ways  find  them  world  executed  in 
fuch  States.  Are  thefe  Laws 
known  to  all  ?  No,  replied  I,  not 
to  one  in  Ten  thoufand  :  There  are 
a  Body  of  Men,  whofe  Profefiion 
it  is  to  ftudy  thefe  Laws,  who,  in 
Cafes  of  Difpute,  are  paid  for  con- 
fulting  and  explaining  them.  But 
the  End  of  Laws,  faid  his  High- 
nefs,  is  to  defend  all  the  Members 
of  any  Government ;  and  all  Go¬ 
vernments  contain  Numbers  of 
poor  People  ;  thefe  want  this  De¬ 
fence  mold,  to  protect  them  from 
the  Violence  of  the  Rich.  What

do  the  Poor  do  in  your  Country 
when  they  are  injured,  if  they  muld 
be  at  a  great  Expence  even  to  know 
the  Laws  ?

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I  confefs  I  was  at  a  Lofs  what  to 
anfwer.  I  told  his  Highnefs  that 
Law  was  not  my  Profefiion  all  I 
could  fay  was,  that  in  capital  Cafes, 
where  little  or  nothing  came  to  the 
Lawyers,  the  Rich  feldom  appear¬ 
ed,  but,  that  every  Month  poor 
Rogues  were  executed  by  Dozens ; 
but  that  in  Courts  which  deter¬ 
mined  Matters'  of  Property,  and 
where  great  Fees  were  paid,  no 
poor  Man  ever  appeared.  But  a 
poor  Man  may,  by  Death,  have  a 
Claim,  cried  the  Emperor.  If  it  is 
five  hundred  Pounds,  faid  I,  he  had 
better  give  up  his  Title  than  conteil 
it ;  for  that  Sum  will  not  defray 
the  Expence  of  a  Suit  through  the 
different  Courts  of  Juftice.  If  he 
trains  his  Caule,  the  Coils  will

fwallow 
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fwallow  up  the  Fruits  of  his  Vic¬ 
tory. 

As  I  faid  thefe  Words,  Mur  zee 
entered :  Joy  was  in  his  Features, 
Succeis  fmiled  in  his  Countenance. 
He  then  gave  his  Majeity  a  long 
Account  of  the  Snail  Race,  of  which 
he  had  been  a  Spectator ;  and,  that 
after  a  Sharp  ConteSt,  the  black 
Snail  won  by  the  Length  of  his 
Horns,  and  that  he  had  betted  a 
considerable  Sum  upon  his  Head.

YROZEEKE,  Emperor 
of  Nimpafan,  was  a  Prince 
of  folid  Judgment,  of  uncommon. 
Penetration,  of  nice  Difcernment, 
and  incomparable  Parts.  His  E- 
ducation,  among  Flatterers  and  Sy¬ 


cophants,  and  the  falfe  Cdittei  and 

Hypocrify  of  Courts,  had  not  been 

able 
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able  to  eradicate  thefe  valuable 
Accomplishments.  His  Notions  or 
Government  were  fo  profound  and 
exquifite,  that  they  were  worthy  of 
an  European  Cabinet  ;  and  his  Cou¬ 
rage  was  fo  invincible,  that  antient 

O 

Rome  would  have  applauded  it. 

I  difcovered,  that  it  was  owing  to 
the  Leffons  of  a  Sage,  whom  this 
Prince  ufed  privately  to  vifit  when 
his  Father  took  the  Diverfion  of 
Hunting,  that  his  natural  Talents 
,  were  not  totally  diffipated  c  But  the 
young  Monarch,  unfortunately  let¬ 
ting  fall  fome  Exprefltons  oppofite 
to  the  fundamental  Policy  of  Nim- 
patan ,  and  his  Counfellor  being  dis¬ 
covered,  the  Sage  was  Seized,  and 
Hint  up  in  one  of  their  mad  Houfes. 
In  Truth,  Some  of  the  more  refined 

.1  Courtiers 
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Courtiers  look  upon  the  Imperial 
Brain  itfelf,  as  a  little  dilordered. 

After  this  Interview,  his  High- 
nefs  would  often  vouchfafe  to  fend 
for  me,  to  hear  my  Accounts  of  the 

Countries  where  I  had  travelled,

but  more  particularly  he  wanted  to 
have  a  clear  Idea  of  England ,  of  its 
Principles  of  Government,  and  of 
Its  Conftitution.

One 
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One  Day,  when  I  had  the  Ho¬ 
nour  to  be  alone  with  his  Highnefs, 
he  was  enquiring  into  the  Origin 
and  Nature  of  Liberty  :  I  fuppole, 


began  his  Highnefs,  that  the  End 
of  all  Government  is  civil  Liberty, 


which  does  not  exempt  Individuals 


from  Subjection,  but  requires  Obe¬ 
dience  to  Laws  eftabliihed  by  uni- 
verfal  Conient. 


The  great  Point  is,  where  to  place 
the  Power  of  enabling  thofe  Laws, 
and  to  contrive  fuch  a  Weight  to 
balance  that  Power,  as  to  be  able 
to  check  any  Excels  fubverfive  ot 
the  civil  Rights  of  Mankind.

between  all  three  ;  that  in  the 
Gourfe  of  your  Hiltory,  the  one,

legiflative  Power,  which  has  occa- 
fioned  all  the  remarkable  Struggles 
and  Events  in  your  Nation.  Now 
I  cannot  conceive  any  great  Benefit 
from  your  Form  of  Government, 
becaufe  it  is  always  infecure ;  for 
the  Security  of  your  Liberty  lies  in 
the  Virtue  of  the  People  :  If  they 
are  corrupt  and  profligate,  Liberty 
is  more  endangered  in  your  com¬ 
pound,  than  in  a  Ample  Form  of 
Government ;  for  the  Power  they 
derive  from  the  Conftitution,  being 
purchafed  by  bad  Men,  will  cer¬ 
tainly  fwallow  up  the  lefler  Bran¬ 
ches 
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ches  of  the  Legiflature,  if  the  Pur- 
chafers  defire  to  render  themfelves 
abfolute.  But  who  is  trufted  with 
the  Execution  of  thefe  Laws  ? 

The  King,  I  replied.  I  perceive 
then,  anfwered  Hyrozceke,  that  this  , 
important  Trull;  of  civil  Power, 
being  unequally  divided,  will,  one 
Day,  deftroy  your  Form  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  Weight  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  Power,  which  is  the  moft  lu¬ 
crative,  being  thrown  into  the  Scale 
of  the  Crown,  will  give  it  an  Ad¬ 
vantage  over  the  reft,  as  to  deftroy 

the  Balance  of  Power.  Nay,  this

Influence  will  be  more  pernicious, 
as  the  People  are  more  corrupt, 
which  confirms  my  Obfervation, 
that  Liberty  is  more  infecure  in  a 
mingled,  than  in  a  Ample  Form  of 

I  3  Pi)- 
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Government.  I  know  that  you 
will  fay,  Liberty  is  fafer,  when 
Power  is  divided  in  many  Hands  ; 
admitted  in  a  virtuous  People  :  But 
in  thefe  Cafes,  we  are  to  re alo n 
from  the  Injuftice,  Weaknefs,  and 
Wickednefs  of  Man  ;  becaufe  the 
very  Being  of  Society  fprings  from 
a  Defire  of  Prefervation  againft 
thefe  Evils  :  You  are  therefore  in 
a  Condition  doubly  precarious. 

Your  Nation  will  find  the  Re¬ 
venue  a  more  dangerous  Enemy 
than  the  Prerogative,  for  it  will 
conftitute  a  diftindt  Intereft,  inde-

pendent  of  the  People,  becaufe  it 
is  ilhlicient  to  purchafe  a  Majority 
of  your  Reprefentatives,  if  they

in  the  Legal  a  tu  re,  will  be  an  in-, 
fufiicient  Barrier  againft  Corrup¬ 
tion,  armed  and  fupported  with  itn- 
tnenfe  Treaihre. 

The  Cafe,  indeed,  will  be  alter¬ 
ed,  with  relpedt  to  the  Prince, 
though  not  to  the  People  ;  if  this 
executive  Power,  by  the  Prince  a 
Indolence  or  Weaknefs,  is  put  into 
the  Hands-  of  bad  Minifters,  they 
are  then  doublv  armed  for  Deflruc- 
tion,  and  poflefs  every  Means  of 
Tyranny  which  the  legiflative,  or 
executive  Powers,  united,  can  af¬ 
ford.

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Highnefs  the  Moment  I  had  Au¬ 
dience  ;  for  his  Emillaries  gave  him 
Intelligence  of  every  Tranfa&ion 
at  Court.  The  Afftftance  which 
he  had  lately  received  from  me, 
prevented  his  expelling  me  from 
the  imperial  Court,  until  they  in¬ 
formed  him  that  I  grew  more  and 
more  a  Favourite,  which  News  de¬ 
termined  him  to  lay  afide  all  Re¬ 
gard,  and  to  ruin  me. 

With  this  Intent  he  formed  a

Cabal  again  ft  me,  of  which  Mar- 
zee  was  Chief.  My  Friend  ‘ Tirhka 
gave  me  Notice  of  my  Danger,  and 
perfuaded  me  to  fly.

He  turned  away  in  great  Fury, 
and  I  was  immediately  confined  in 
a  dark  and  difmal  Hole,  and  no 
Perfon  fullered  to  fee  me ;  but  I 
was  permitted  to  write,  and  to  re¬ 
ceive  any  Letters,  provided  the 
Gaoler  infpedted  them. 

I  fent  immediately  to  Tirkha ,  re- 
queftinghim  to  vifit  thole  who  had 
felt  the  Influence  of  my  Gold,  in

He  allured  the  Huf- 
band  of  the  Lady  who  came  to  my 
Apartment,  that  I  took  an  immo* 
deft  Advantage  of  her  Situation  ; 
for  theFalfhood  of  which  Charge  I 
appeal  to  the  Cafe  as  before  related. 
Fie  perfuaded  the  Emperor  that  I 
was  an  artful  Hypocrite,  and  had 
formed  a  Plot  to  affaffinate  him, 
and  feize  his  Kingdom  ;  for  the 
Fallity  of  which  I  appealed  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  Kelfo,  who  knew  that

But  it  was  in  vain  for  me  to  alfert 
my  Innocence ;  the  fupreme  Coun¬ 
cil  deliberated  upon  thePunifhment

of  the  blacked:  Dye;  befid.es,  his  Cafe 
will  be  a  Precedent  hereafter :  For 
thefe  Rcafons ,  give  me  Leave  to  pro- 
pofe  a  middle  Expedient  on  this  Oc- 
cafion,  to  inflidt  an  adequate  Pu¬ 
nishment;  give  me  Leave  to  Jay, 
Gentlemen,  a  Punifhment  which 
is  temper’d  with  Mercy. — FurniSh 
him  with  a  Boat  and  Some  Pro¬ 
visions  ;  and,  if  upon  any  Account, 
by  Night  or  Day,  diredlly  or  in¬ 
directly,  the  Criminal  Shall  land 
upon,  return  to,  touch,  or  fet  Foot 
upon  our  Co  aids,  or  upon  anyBeaft, 
or  in  any  Carriage  Shall  be  convey¬ 
ed  to  any  Place,  or  Shall  in  any 

Cafe 
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Cafe  quit  the  faid  Boat,  to  refcefh, 
or  reft  himfelf  in  N imp  at  an,  then, 
every  Perlon  or  Perfons  fhall  have 
an  indubitable  Right,  by  any  Wea¬ 
pon  lawful  or  unlawful,  to  kill, 
flay,  wound,  or  deftroy,  or  in  any 
wife  put  to  Death  the  faid  Crimi¬ 
nal,  called,  and  known  commonly, 
by  the  Name  of  Giroatskee. 


This  Speech  was  feconded  with 
great  Applaufe.  Gnbbelmo ,  in¬ 

deed,  was  obferved  to  tit  in  a  very 
fallen  Mood,  playing  with  a  Key 
upon  the  Table,  and  it  was 
ed,  that  the  Perfon  who  had  fpoke, 
would  have  his  Place  taken  from 
him;  but  I  cannot  aver  what  hap¬ 
pened  when  I  left  Kelfo.

CHAP.  XVI. 


The  Author  $  Sentence  executed ;  Ef- 
cape ;  Returns  to  his  old  Planta¬ 
tion  ;  Schemes ;  leaves  it. 


NOtwithdanding  that  Allay 
of  Mercy  in  my  Sentence, 
to  me  it  appeared  more  terrible 
than  indant  Death.  I  prepared, 
however,  with  all  theCalmnefs  and 
Refolution  I  was  Mailer  of,  to  ufe 
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my  beftEndeavours  to  preferve  my- 
felf,  and  to  leave  the  reft  to  Fate. 

Accordingly,  in  five  Days  Time, 
the  Warrant  came  for  my  Sentence 
to  be  put  in  immediate  Execution. 

A  Kind  of  Cheft  was  brought, 
made  of  a  Sort  of  Hickery  Wood, 
very  light,  and  which  j  uft  fitted  me : 
It  had  no  Aperture,  fa ve  a  Vent-Hole 
at  one  End  for  frefii  Air ;  and  after 
they  had  tied  my  Hands,  they  Ihut 
me  in  it.  I  fuppofed  that  I  was  laid 
upon  fome  Carriage,  for  I  was  drawn 
along  at  a  violent  Rate. 

How  long  my  Journey  was,  I 
know  not ;  for,  in  a  little  Time, 
the  Clofenefs  of  my  Confinement, 
and  my  Hurry  of  Spirits,  threw  me 
into  a  Swoon  ;  and  when  I  reco¬ 
vered!  found  myfelf  unbound,  and 


in 
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in  a  Boat,  driving  along  with  the 
Tide,- through  the  Mouth  of  acon- 
fiderable  River  into  the  Sea. 

There  blew  a  fmart  Gale  full 
againft  Tide,  which  caufed  a  -large 
Swell;  fo  that,  I  fuppote,  the  fiefh 
Air,  joined  to  the  Agitation  of  the 
Boat  by  the  Waves,  brought  me  to 
my  Senfes. 

I  immediately  rofe,  and  looking 
round  me  I  perceived  fome  Horfe- 
men  on  the  Banks,  who,  feeing  me, 
(houted  fo  loud,  that  I  plainly  heard 
them,  but  the  Stream  hurried  me 
foon  out  of  their  Sight.  I  fell  to 
rummaging  the  Boat,  which  was  ca¬ 
pable  of  holding  fifteen  Perfons ;  it 
had  a  Deck,  and  a  little  Cabbin  to 
deep  in,  with  a  Mart,  and  one  Sad 

tattered  a  little.  I  found  two  large 

Jars 
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Jars  of  Water,  three  Calks  of  dried 
Beef,  one  Jar  of  Bread,  and  a  Copy 
of  my  Sentence  wrote,  on  a  Skin 
of  fome  Bead:,  very  fairly,  which 
I  have  now  by  me,  and  propofe  at 
my  Death  to  leave  it  to  Grejham 
College.  I  have  at  prefent  lent  it 
to  the  Curate  of  our  Parilh,  who 
begged  the  Ufe  of  it  for  a  little 
Time,  designing  to  draw  fome  Ar¬ 
guments  from  it  in  Defence  of  an 
Affertion,  which  he  is  about  to 
maintain  in  a  Dilfertation  wrote  for 
thatPurpofe;  namely,  that  the  He¬ 
brew  Tongue  is  the  Mother-Lan¬ 
guage  of  Mankind.  I  had  no  Charts, 
Compafs,  Quadrant,or  Plumb-Line; 

however,  I  began  to  fupply  thofe 
-  Defe&s,  by  making  a  Kind  of  a 
Quadrant  with  a  Knife  I  had  in  my 

Pocket, 
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Pocket,  and  a  Piece  of  thin  Board : 

I  drew  the  Lines  with  a  Pin,  and  a 
Stone,  which  I  found  in  the  Ballaft, 
ferved  me  for  a  Plummet.  I  knew 
fome  of  the  Stars  near  the  fouthern 
Pole,  and  having  made  an  Obfer- 
vation,  fuch  as  itwas,  judged  that  I 
was  nearly  150  S.  Latitude. 

As  the  Coaft  ran  North,  I  pro- 
pofed  to  keep  along  Shore  in  that 
Courfe,  refolving  to  fill  my  Jars,  if 
I  could,  undifcovered,  and,  if  pof- 
fible,  to  keep  my  Stock  of  Salt  Pro- 
vifions  untouched,  till  the  laft  Ex¬ 
tremity.  It  was  about  Noon  when 
■  I  found  mvfelf  alone  in  the  Boat, 
and  by  Night,  as  the  Wind  luckily 
fhifted,  I  had  run  feveral  Leagues  > 
'  1  was  obliged  to  tye  a  Cord  to  the 
Rudder,  and  hold  the  Sail  in  one 

Hand, 
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Hand,  Steering  with  the  other  :  At 
Night  I  ran  into  a  Creek,  ventured 
alhore,  filled  one  of  my  Jars,  and 
got  fome  Herbs,  and  a  little  Fuel 
to  burn ;  for  in  a  Locker  at  the 
Helm,  I  found  a  large  Burning- 
Glafs  and  an  Iron  Pot,  left,  as  I  fup- 
pofed,  by  Accident.  The  Moon 
Shone  very  bright,  but  towards 
Morning  the  Sky  was  clouded  over, 
and  the  Wind  rofe.  To  be  taken 
alhore,  was  Death  5  for  a  Descrip¬ 
tion  of  me  and  the  Boat,  and  a  Re¬ 
ward  for  taking  me,  was  lent  all 
over  the  Kingdom  :  They  told  me 
this,  when  my  Sentence  was  read 
tome. 

I  chole,  therefore,  to  trull  to  the 
Mercy  of  the  Waves,  and  Shifting 
my  Sail  to  the  Windward,  put  off 

K  to 
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to  Sea.  At  Sun-rife,  to  my  Com¬ 
fort,  the  Wind  abated,  and  difco- 
vering  aCape  at  a  Distance,  I  fleer¬ 
ed  diredlly  for  it,  the  Wind  being 
fair,  and  reached  it  in  fix  Hours. 
I  no  fooner  doubled  the  Cape  but  I 
perceived  fomething  white,  at  a  vail 
Diflance,  full  North  ;  the  Shore 
here  was  covered  with  Woods,  fo 
that  I  thought  I  might  fafely  run 
in  and  take  a  little  Refl,  which  I 
greatly  wanted  :  I  therefore  fafl- 
ened  my  Boat,  and  boiling  a  Piece 
of  Beef,  and  drinking  the  Broth 
filled  with  the  Herbs  I  had  got,  I 
fell  into  a  Sleep,  and  waked  not 
till  Night  was  far  gone. 

The  next  Day  I  fleered  for  thofe 
white  Clouds,  keeping  as  clofe  to 
the  Shore  as  pofiible,  except  where 

I  could 
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I  could  fleer  from  one  Headland  to 
another :  I  was  no  lefs  than  four 
Days  before  I  arrived  at  them,  be- 
caufe  the  Wind  was  contrary ;  but 
I  no  fooner  approached  them,  but 
I  found  that  they  were  the  Cliffs 
where  I  efcaped,  when  I  was  firfl 
caft  away. 

It  fortunately  was  calm,  fo  that 
I  leifurely  looked  about  for  a  con¬ 
venient  Place  to  land.  I  was  fome 
Hours  fearching,  but,  at  length,  I 
difcovered  a  Cove  which  was  dry  at 
low  Water.  I  thrufl  my  Boat  in, 
and  fecuring  it  as  well  as  I  could, 
went  afhore  not  far  from  the  Place 
where  I  landed  firfl. 

I  freely  confefs,  that  it  was  the 
only  Timel  had  felt  Joy  for  a  long 
whilej  forlknew  there  was  now  no 

K  2  Danger 
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Danger  of  meeting  any  of  the  Iflan- 
ders,  either  to  deftroy  me,  or  to  ftrip 
me,  with  their  Avarice.  I  longed 
to  gain  the  Retreat,  where  I  had 
lived  fo  innocently,  and  free  from 
the  accurfed  Vices  of  Men  j  but  I 
knew  that  it  was  impoffible,  unlefs 
I  could  difcover  fome  other  un¬ 
known  Path  to  afcend  thofe  Preci¬ 
pices  j  tho’  my  Comfort  was,  I  had 
Provilions,  and  whilft  my  Boat  was 
Safe,  had  a  PolTibility  of  efcaping. 

I  wearied  myfelf  for  two  Days  in 
my  Search ;  the  Nights  I  paffed  in 
my  Boat — I  began  to  defpair  ;  but 
Neceflity  fharpens  our  Wits  :  The 
fecond  Day  I  difcovered  at  a  Dis¬ 
tance  one  of  the  fmalleft  Precipices, 
covered  with  Shrubs,  within  an 
hundred  Yards  of  the  Beach :  Next 

Day 
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Day  J  refolved  to  examine  this 
Place  :  Upon  coming  to  it,  I  found 
the  Rock  was  of  a  foft  crumbling 
Stone,  and  that  I  might  eafily  drive 
any  Thing  hard  into  it. 

Having  made  this  Difcovery,  I 
returned  to  the  Boat,  and  wrenched 
off  three  Bolts  j  thefe  I  heated,  and 
with  infinite  Labour,  fharpened  at 
one  End  j  then  taking  with  me  a 
convenient  Stone,  returned  to  the 
Spot.  I  began  with  driving  the  firft 
into  the  Rock,  then  fetting  my 
Foot  upon  it,  found  that  it  bore  my 
Weight  very  well  ;  about  three 
Feet,  diagonal- wife,  I  drove  a  fe- 
cond,  and  then,  at  three  Feet  high- 
er,  a  third  :  When  I  ftepped  upon 
the  fecond,  I  laid  hold  of  the  third 
Bolt,  pulling  out  the  firft,  which  I 

K  3  found 
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found  I  could  eafily  do  j  after  this 
Manner,  with  Pains  and  Patience 
(the  Sailors  Companions)  I  reached 
in  about  lix  Hours  the  fhrubby  Spot, 
which  had  induced  me  to  attempt 
the  Place,  and  which  I  found  I 
could  eafily  afcend. 

However,  Night  approaching,  I 
refted  there ;  and  having  refrefhed 
myfelf  with  fome  Provifion,  which 
I  had  with  me,  waited  impatiently 
for  Morning.  The  Sun  no  fooner 
rofe,  but  I  climbed  to  the  Top  of 
the  Precipice,  meeting  with  feveral 
Goats  and  Rabbits,  who  were  very 
fhy  :  I,  at  length,  not  a  little  faint 
with  the  Heat,  reached  the  fandy 
Plain,  furrounded  with  the  Chain 
of  Mountains  which  prefented  itfelf 
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to  me,  when  the  Savage  find  a  (lift¬ 
ed  me. 

I  could  not  avoid  fhedding  T ears, 
when  I  faw  the  Spot  where  that 
venerable  Creature  firft  met  me.  I 
made  no  Difficulty  to  find  that 
Plantation  where  I  had  palled  fuch 
a  Number  of  agreeable  and  ufeful 
Hours.  AthoufandtenderThoughts 
rallied  upon  me  when  I  beheld  it, 
which,  together  with  the  Sufferings 
I  had  undergone,  from  the  Vile- 
nefs  of  Mankind,  made  me  refolve 
in  that  Moment,  upon  a  voluntary 
Solitude,  far  from  the  Sight  of  Man. 

The  Cattle  I  had  left,  were  all 
alive  and  fafe  j  but  three  Months 
Abfence,  th  e  Reader  will  conclude, 
muff  be  injurious  to  my  Plantation  : 
In  Truth,  myFences  were  all  trod- 
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den  down,  and  the  Whole  was 
fpoiled  by  their  feeking  for  Pafture 
but  the  narrow  Path  leading  to  the 
Tandy  Plain  I  had  left  lb  lecured, 
that  they  could  not  break  thro 
that  Way;  which  Precaution  I  took 
at  my  Departure,  to  prevent  my 
Plantations  being  difcovered. 

The  Gold,  which  I  had  buried, 
I  found  all  fafe :  At  the  Sight  of  it, 
I  thought  of  its  wonderful  Influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  People  of  Nim- 
pata?i,  and  forgetting  the  Rapture 
I  felt  upon  feeing  that  beloved  Spot, 
burnt  with  Revenge.  All-powerful 
Gold,  I  knew  would  procure  me  a 
Pardon  at  Court,  and  that Gribbelino 
himfelf  could  not  oppofe  fuch  an 
Antagonift.  I  confefs  the  Weak- 
nefs  of  my  Heart,  but  a  Detefta- 

tion 
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tion  of  fuch  a  fordid  Principle  im¬ 
mediately  fucceeded. 

I  palled  the  Night  in  my  old  Ha¬ 
bitation,  with  Inquietude  enough 
concerning  what  Courfe  I  Ihould 
take ;  after  a  thoufand  different 
Schemes,  a  Defire  of  feeing  my 
Friends  in  Old  England  again  pre¬ 
vailed  :  I  was  refolved,  at  length, 
in  Favour  of  attempting  my  Re¬ 
turn,  in  Spite  of  thofe  Dangers 
which  threatened  it. 

I  began  with  loading  myfelf  at 
fundry  Times  with  the  Gold.  I 
killed  feveral  Goats,  dried  their 
Flefh  in  the  Sun,  and  making  Bags 
of  their  Skins,  filled  them  with 
Grain.  The  moft  valuable  Thing 
was  the  fmall  Pocket-Compafs, 
which  I  had  fwam  with  to  Shore. 

K  5  The 
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The  Method  I  ufed,  was  to  load 
myfelf,  and  defcending  the  Hill  till 
I  came  to  the  Place  where  the  Rock 
began,  I  rolled  my  Bundle  down 
the  Rock.  I  could  not  make  above 
two  Journeys  a  Day ;  fo  that  I  was 
employed  in  this  Work  above  five 
Weeks,  with  excefiive  Labour. 

Having  finifhed  my  Work,  and 
carried  away  all  I  thought  neceffa- 
ry,  I  defcended  the  Rock  by  the 
fame  Method  I  got  up  it.  I 
found  all  my  Things  fafej  but  here 
begun  a  frefh  Toil  to  carry  my 
Things  to  my  Boat.  I  went  to  the 
Edge  of  the  Cliff,  which  might  be 
fifty  Yards  diftant,  and  perceiving 
that  I  could  bring  my  Boat  under 
the  Rock,  which  hung  over  at  the 
Height  of  thirty  Yards,  I  formed 

i  a 
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a  Scheme  to  avoid  the  Trouble  of 
fuch  a  Portage,  and  in  fuch  a  hot 
Climate,  being  bliftered  excettively 
already. 

I  returned  to  the  Boat,  and  got 
Rope  fufficient  for  my  Purpofe ; 
with  this  I  returned  to  the  Place, 
where  I  fattened  one  End  to  a  Bolt 
drove  into  the  Ground,  and  making 
Loops  in  it  at  convenient  Dittances, 
threw  the  other  End  into  the  Sea  : 
I  then  returned  to  my  Boat,  and 
fearched  the  Place  prefently.  Af¬ 
ter  this  I  made  faft  the  Boat  to  the 
Line,  which  hung  down,  and,  by 
Means  of  the  Loops,  ealily  attend¬ 
ed  to  the  Place  where  my  Things 
were  ;  then,  with  a  fmall  Cord,  I 
let  down  my  Stores  into  the  Boat, 
and  every  Time  dettended  to  untie 
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the  Cord,  and  afcend  with  it  again  ; 
by  this  Means  I  carried  all  my 
Things  in  one  Day  aboard,  which 
elfe  would  have  coll  me  the  Labour 
of  a  Week. 

CHAP.  XVII. 

^The  Author  puts  out  to  Sea  ;  won * 
derjul  Deliverance ;  taken  up  near 
the  Coaft  of  Guiney  ;  returns  to 
England ;  concludes  his  Voyage. 

WHEN  I  got  into  the  Boat, 
I  flowed  myProvifions  and 
Neceflaries  as  conveniently  as  I 
could ;  and,  putting  the  Gold,  which 
might  be  about  feventy  Pounds 
Weight,  into  the  Locker  at  the 

Stern,  I  loofed  the  Rope,  and  taking 

the 
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the  Advantage  of  the  Wind,  fet 
fail  to  the  Northwards,  according 
to  the  Plan  which  I  had  laid  down. 
As  I  was  failing,  I  recollected  that, 
in  our  Converfation,  the  Indian  had 
told  me  of  fome  Countries  Eaft- 
ward,  which,  by  his  Defcription, 
could  not  be  many  Days  Sail.  My 
Misfortune  was,  that  I  could  make 
no  Way  but  before  the  Wind,  as  I 
had  but  one  Pair  of  Hands  and 
one  Sail. 

I  refolved  therefore  to  conceal 
myfelf,  if  poffible,  in  fome  Creek, 
till  the  Wind  fhifted  j  but  whilft  I 
was  looking  for  a  convenient  Place, 
a  ftiff  Gale  blowed  W eft.  I  feized 
the  Opportunity,  refolving  to  fteer 
Eaft,  as  long  as  I  could  poflibly  keep 

Shore 
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Shore  in  Sight,  and  then  to  change 
my  Courfe  to  North. 

I  found  the  Current  fet  ftrong 
from  Shore,  and  went  at  a  great 
Rate  ;  it  carried  me  with  fuch  Vio¬ 
lence,  that  it  was  in  vain  for  me  to 
think  of  refitting  it  j  my  Heart  be¬ 
gan  to  fail  as  I  began  to  lofe  Sight 
of  the  Ifland.  The  Current  in¬ 
deed  abated  of  its  Rapidity,  but 
the  Wind  blew  ftrong. 

In  this  Situation  it  was  impoflible 
for  me  to  think  of  gaining  Shore 
with  my  fingle  Strength  ;  all  my 
Hope  was,  that  as  it  happened  not 
to  be  the  ftormy  Seafon,  and  I  had 
Provifions,  the  Wind  might  pofiibly 
fliift,  fo  that  I  might  return. 

The  Wind  kept  blowing  for  fix 
Days  with  the  fame  Strength,  when 

I 
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I  thought  it  began  to  abate  towards 
Evening  j  but  in  the  Morning  it 
blew  as  frefh  as  ever,  and  continued 
for  a  Week  longer ;  fo  that  I  con¬ 
cluded  I  was  in  thofe  Latitudes 
where  the  Trade-Winds  blow: 
My  poor  Tool  of  a  Quadrant  ferv- 
ed  me  in  fome  Meafure  to  find  out 
the  Latitude,  which  I  judged  to  be 
3°  N.  This  confirmed  me  in  my 
Opinion  j  I  therefore  fattened  the 
Rudder,  and  tying  the  Corner  of  the 
Sail  flackly  to  the  Gunnel  of  the 
Boat,  took  my  Reft,  when  Night 
came,  and  compofed  myfelf  to  my 
Fate  as  well  as  I  could.  Tho’  my 
Provifions  were  not  near  exhaufted, 
yet  I  allowed  myfelf  as  little  as 
poffible,  barely  to  fupport  Nature, 
and  drank  about  a  Pint  and  a  half 

of

of  Water  in  twenty-four  Hours  ;  at 
which  Allowance  I  computed  my 
Jars  would  lad:  me  two  Months  or 
more.  No  Creature  can  judge 
what  Agitations  of  Hopes  and  Fears, 
of  Comfort  and  Defpair,  tortured 
me  alternately,  during  the  five 
Weeks  which  Ipaffed  in  my  fmalh 
Boat,  in  the  great  Ocean.  I  now 
began  to  conclude  myfelf  loft,  when 
one  Morning  I  thought  I  difcovered 
a  Sail  ;  it  is  not  poffible  for  any 
Emotion  of  the  Soul,  I  think,  to 
equal  the  Joy  which  I  then  felt. 
I  had  fcarce  Power  to  keep  myfelf 
from  fwooning,  but  I  ran  to  my 
Jars,  and  took  a  large  Draught  of 
Water,  which  prevented  it.  I  was 
not  deceived,  I  faw  it  plainer  every 
Moment ;  as  I  drew  nearer,  I  per¬ 
ceived 
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ceived  that  they  flackened  Sail ;  in 
that  Moment  I  thought  of  my  Gold 
in  the  Locker  j  I  was  juft  going  to 
throw  it  into  the  Sea,  for  fear  it 
fhould  tempt  the  People  in  the  Ship 
to  deftroy  me,  but  wanting  Refo- 
lution,  I  concluded  to  wait  till  I 
faw  of  what  Nation  the  Veftel 
belonged  to. 

I  foon  came  within  Gun-ftiot, 
when  they  hailed  me  in  Englijh  j 
I  had  not  Spirits  to  anfwer,  but 
made  a  Signal  with  a  Piece  of  a 
Sail,  which  I  held  at  the  End  of  a 
Pole. 

It  was  not  long  before  I  reached 
the  Ship,  and  found  that  it  was  the 
Seahorfe ,  Captain  Jacobs ,  whom  I 
had  formerly  been  acquainted  with 
at  P ortf mouth :  My  ftrange  Drefs, 

with 
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with  an  Air  of  Fear  and  Terror, 


which  with  my  Features  had  con- 
traded  in  fpight  of  my  Philofophy, 


Name,  he  was  ftruckwith  Aftonifh- 
ment,  and  immediately  led  me  into 
the  Cabbin,  without  fpeaking. 

Good  God !  faid  he,  what,  Capt. 
Holmesby  ?  The  fame  indeed,  I  re¬ 
plied.  Why  you  have  been  dead 
and  buried  in  the  News-Papers  this 
Year  and  a  Half :  But  what  Drefs 


is  this  ?  Are  you  mad  ?  This  Boat 


is  not  of  Europeati  Structure — I  fee 
you  are  faint  with  Surprize — Let 


the  Surgeon  bleed  you,  and  drink  a 


Glafs  of  Rum  before  you  anfwer  me. 
I  thought  it  prudently  advifed,  and 
was  let  Blood  accordingly;  but  I  fell 


into 
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into  a  Fever  a  few  Days  after,  which, 
I  luppofe,  would  have  been  fatal,  but 
for  this  Precaution.  Having  borrow¬ 
ed  a  Suit  of  the  Captain’s  Cloaths,  I 
recounted  to  him  my  Adventures, 
lince  my  leaving  England ,  with  a 
Defcription  of  the  Illand  I  had  dis¬ 
covered,  and  ended  with  defiring 
him  to  let  me  fetch  the  Gold  out 
of  the  Boat,  which  having  done, 
and  taken  fome  few  Things  belides, 
I  ordered  her  to  be  funk. 

He  told  me  that  he  was  return¬ 
ing  from  a  Voyage  to  the  Co  aft  of 
Gurney ,  from  which  we  were  diftant 
about  twenty  Leagues ;  that  the 
next  Place  he  fhould  touch  at 
would  be  the CapeVerd Illands,  from 
whence  he  was  to  fail  to  England , 

I 
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I  took  a  particular  Notice  of  the 
Latitude  when  Capt.  Jacobs  met 
me,  propofmg  to  apply  to  the  Go¬ 
vernment  for  Authority,  to  take 
PoiTefTion  of  the  Iiland  which  I 
had  difcovered,  in  his  Majefty’s 
Name,  not  doubting  but  to  have 
a  Commodore  fent  with  a  Squa¬ 
dron  for  that  glorious  Purpofe. 

I  enquired  of  the  Captain,  whe¬ 
ther  he  had  heard  of  Capt.  Clayton  ? 
He  told  me  he  was  informed  of 
that  Gentleman’s  Death,  and  that 
my  Brother  had  taken  PolTeffion  of 
his  Eftate. 

This  afflicted  me ;  but  as  I  did 
not  doubt  recovering  it,  when  I  ar¬ 
rived  in  England ,  I  made  myfelf, 
in  fome  meafure,  eafy.  After  a 

fafe 
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fafe  Paffage  I  landed  at  Gravefend , 
and  by  the  Captain’s  Advice  took 
my  Gold  with  me,  which,  to  my 
great  Comfort,  fetched  me  in  Lon~ 
don  near  four  thoufand  Pounds. 

I  went  to  my  Brother  Francis , 
who  had  ferved  now  two  Years  j 
the  Youth  was  ready  to  link,  for  I 
had  bought  a  Suit  of  Cloaths  of  the 
fame  Colour  and  Finenefs  with 
thofe  I  wore  when  I  was  feized  and 
carried  on  board  the  JVeft-Indiaman, 
and  which  were  fuch  as  I  common¬ 
ly  wore  j  he  therefore  concluded  it 
was  my  Ghoft  that  Ipoke  to  him. : 
After  undeceiving  him,  and  telling 
him  of  my  wonderful  Efcape  (at 
which  he  lifted  up  his  Eyes,  with 
all  the  Ardency  of  that  pure  Devo¬ 
tion 
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tion  which  ingenuous  Minds,  un¬

Family-News - When  you  was 

miffed,  faid  he,  fo  ftrangely,  it  was 
concluded  that  you  was  murdered; 
our  good  Friend  Capt.  Clayton , 
died  foon  after,  and  my  poor  Mo¬ 
ther  about  three  Months  ago,  and 
my  Sifter  is  gone  to  board  at  Ports¬ 
mouth  .*  As  to  Brother  Henry,  he 
broke  my  Mother’s  Heart,  I  dare 
fay ;  he  has  entirely  run  out  the 
F amily-Eftate,  and  mortgaged  Capt. 
Claytons,  which  he  took  Poffeffion 
of  at  his  Death,  though  it  was  cer¬ 
tain  the  Captain  defigned  to  alter 
his  Will,  but  the  Suddenefs  of  his 
Death  prevented  him.

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I  embraced  him,  and  took  my 
Leave,  with  fome  Cautions  aeainft 
thofe  Temptations  which  Condon 
prefents  daily  to  one  of  his  Age,  and 
with  the  warmed;  Affurances  of  my 
Love  and  Friendlhip ;  but  the  wor¬ 
thy  Youth  needed  not  thefe  Cau¬ 
tions,  as  his  Conduit  afterwards 
die  wed.  I  fh  all  not  trouble  the 
Reader  with  any  Thing  more,  than 
that  I  recovered  Capt.  Clayton' s  Ef- 
tate  from  my  unhappy  Brother,  and 
took  my  Sifter  to  live  with  me.  To 
prevent,  however,  my  Brother’s 
ftarving  in  a  Gaol,  I  allowed  a  Gui¬ 
nea  a  Week  to  be  paid  him  every 
Monday ,  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  it 
was  to  ceafe  if  he  mortgaged  it,  or 
took  a  Penny  of  it  upon  Credit  be¬ 
fore- 
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fore-hand.  I  paid  all  his  Debts, 
and  defign  to  recover  my  Father’s 
Eflate,  with  which  pious  Intention 
I  clofe  this  Acount  of  my  Voyage. 
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
